U.S. PRESSURE ON ALLIES TO BOYCOTT OLYMPICS CONDEMNED

\Text | So, in accordance with the decision of the US National Olympic 
Committee, the American athletes are confined to the role of spectators 
of the 1980 Olympics or, to be more accurate, to the role of onlookers. 
They will not get a chance to take in the wind of the running track, 
compete on the ring or fight their rivals on basketball grounds, in other 
words, to take part in the world festival of youth and friendship. 


And all this for the reasons which have nothing to do with sport. 


A closer look at the US National Olympic Committee's resolution reveals 
that the Committee deprived American athletes of their right to participate 
in the Olympic competitiors, as the US President had informed the US 
National Olympic Committee of the alleged danger to the country's national 
security in the light of the current international situation.... Thus the 
Committee's decision was taken for purely political reasons which have 
nothing to do with the Olympic movement and even contradict the Olympic 
Charter. 


This basic document stresses that National Olympic Committees should defend 
their independence and fight any political, religious or economic pressure. 
Trying to achieve their aims, National Olympic Committees can cooperate 
with the respective governmenis. But this cooperation should not contra- 
dict the principles of the Olympic movement or rules of National Olympic 
Committees. These clauses of the Olympic Charter make it absolutely 

clear that the decision of the US National Olympic Committee to boycott 

the 1980 Olympics is illegal and unjustified. The more so since the 
political motives of President Carter, and this should be stressed in 
particular, are highly self-seeking and his references to “the danger to 

US national security" are absolutely unfounded and his demands make, in 
fact, an attempt to use US athletes as hostages and make them participate 
in the political bluff. 











After it has wrung the above-mentioned resolution from the US National 
Viympic Committee, Washington has begun working on a new measure, trying 
to exert pressure on the governments and National Olympic Committes of the 
NATO countries, Just like the White House was exercising pressure on the 
American Olympic athletes through blackmail and threats, it is now press- 
ing on its partners, also proceeding from its selfish interests. The 
White House undoubtedly realises that the abstention of the US Olympic 
team will not decide the outcome of the 1°80 Olympics and that the 

United States could find itself in the position of rara avis. The 

White House is trying to influence the West-European countries, appealing 
to the notorious "Atlantic solidarity" for arms twisting. 


So again we confront methods solely political and pernicious in their very 
nature. 


We should also note that while demanding a boycott of the Olympics, the 
White House is repeating again and again its allegations that participa- 
tion in the Olympics will serve Moscow's political aims and that che 
Soviet Union is planning to use Olympic participants for its political 
purposes. 


In other words, engaging in an unsavoury political gamble, Washington is 
attempting to lay the blame at somebody else's door and attribute to the 
Soviet Union non-existent purposes. 


What shall be our comment? First, that the Soviet Union strictly adheres 
to the Olympic Charter and that our country, as it was repeatedly noted 

by the International Olympic Committee, does much to make the 1980 Olympics 
in Moscow what they should be under the Olympic Charter--an arena of fair 
sporting competitions, a festival of youth, friendship and cooperation and 
thus an important contribution to detente and a stronger peace. 


And we are convinced that this is exactly what the Moscow Olympics will 
prove to be! The Olympics will take place despite all the schemes, 
manoeuvres, provocations, intrigues, convulsions and paroxysms at the 
White House.

[Text] Sports ‘ans throughout the world and all the other people honouring 
the ideals of the Olympic movement, including those in the Soviet Union, 
can only deeply regret the decision of the US National Olympic Committee 

on supporting the boycott of the 1980 Games. We cannot help sympathizing 
with hundreds of outstanding American athletes who have been training 
strenuously for many years so as this year to make their life dream come 
true--to take part in the Games and to win. However, they were destined 

to taste the bitterness of defeat even before the Games: they were van- 
quished not by rivals, but by their own politicians. 
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lt would certainly be an understatement to say that the decision of the 

US NOC was forced and that many of its members voted for the boycott 
againet their will. The Administration virtually wrang this "consent" 

out of ite victims, having submitted them to unprecedented moral, political 
and economic pressure, Athletes were told that their participation in the 
Games would be an act jeopardizing US national security. The US NOC was 
threatened with the deprivation of ite status of an organisation exempted 
from taxes on its revenue, which would mean certain bankruptcy. The 
athletes were threatened with all sorts of legal punishment, all the way to 
indictment on the count of taking currency out of the country for partici- 
pation in the Games. 













The action taken by Washington against the Olympic Games is another mani- 
festation of arbitrariness exercised vy the American Administration in 
the international arena. To have their hands free, the US ruling circles 
are trying to keep their people entrapped by the deliberately distorted 
or one-sidedly interpreted notions of “national honour" and "vital 
interests.” If they in America really took care about the honour of 
their country, its leaders would have to honestly admit to all wrong done 
by the USA to other nations in Vietnam, Chile, Iran and the Arab East. 
The list could be continued. 














Such an admission has proved to be impossible for the proponents of the 
doctrine of "American exclusiveness" (and therefore "“infallibility). 
Faced with the attempts of the peoples to protect themselves against 
American interference, the US leadership has arregated to itself ‘the 
right to punish.” Washington has been threatening “punishment” to Cuba 
and Nicaragua, Ethiopia and Angola, and now is trying to intimidate Iran. 
It is thundering against the Soviet Union for its action, taken at the 
request of the new Afghan regime and intended to prevent Afghanistan from 
becoming another Chile. Moreover, it tries to punish all those who find 
it impossible to side themselves with American punitive policy. The 
Olympic Games have thus become one of the targets of blackmail and threats. 



















Washington is maniacally bent on punishing Moscow, disregarding the fact 
that che Games are actually staged by the world Olympic movement and by 
the International Olympic Committee. The Soviet capital has done and 
continues doing everything possible so that the participants in the Games 
should find Moscow's stadiums in perfect order on July 19; the same is 
being done by Kiev, Leningrad, Tallin and Minsk. 















The US Administration has succeeded in denying the American athletes their 
right, written into the NOC Charter, to decide their affairs independently, 
and grossly violated the American Constitution in the process. Now 
athletes in other countries should redouble their vigilence: the club of 
American intervention and "punishment" may make another sweeping sw‘ng. 

It is a duty and a matter of honour for everyone who holds dear the Olympic 
ideals of friendship to oppose this arbitrariness. It is likewise proper 
to ask if the guardians of the Olympic principles should not be right to 








bar from the next Games the power that has come out against the Olympics 
thie year? And what will happen to the 1984 Olympics in Los Angeles’

history; thie took place in Athens in 1896. The international movement

ext] On 18 June 1979 L,I. Brezhenv, general secretary of the CPSU 
entral Committee and chairman of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet, and U.S. President J, Carter signed the Treaty Concerning 
the Limitation of Strategic Offensive Arms--SALTI—which the 
world community correctly judged to be a major new step in restraining 
the dangerous and expensive arms race, 


The signing of the SALT II Treaty was the result of the constant and 
persistent struggle of the Soviet state to prevent a global thermo- 
nuclear catastrophe, to improve’ the international situation and 
to strengthen peace, At the same time this event provides evidence 
that there are in the West, and in the United States in particular, 
circles which think realistically and which are well aware of the 
danger of further development of the arms spiral. 


At the same time the Soviet side understands perfectly that the 

signing of SALT II is only one of the first--although also one of the 
most important steps~on the road leading to the point at which the 
colossal resources which are still be‘ng spent for military purposes 
could be used to solve mankind's urgent and acute problems, In 
emphasizing the enormous international significance of the SALT II 
Treaty, A.A. Gromyko, USSR minister of foreign affairs, said at 

a press conference on 25 June 1979 in Moscow: ‘Does the treaty 

which has been signed put an end to the arms race? I must say 

quite definitely: no, it does not put an end to the arms race, In 

the first place if only because the treaty concerns only strategic arms, 
But if is well known that there are other types of weapons--nonstrategic 
Ones. 

















The Soviet Union is struggling to restrain the race for nuclear 

as well as _ for conventional armaments inasmuch as the latter 
contribute to the danger that local conflicts will emerge and threaten 
the general peace, The USSR position finds broad understanding and 
support throughout the world, and in Latin America in particular, 
However, the road to the limitation of conventional arms has on it 
substai tial obstacles which are created by those forces which are directly 
concerned with increasing military preparations, These forces include, 
for example, the U.S, military-industrial complex (MIC), as well as 
nationalistic circles in certain countries, which are guided in their 
policies by ambitious geopolitical concepts, In pursuing their mercenary 
goals, they contribute in every possible way to the increase of inter- 
national tension, and consequently, to the growth of the arms race in 

all regions of the planet, including Latin America, 


Even 10 years ago one could talk about the comparatively small scale 
of the arms race on the continent, In the capitalist countries of 
the region, expenditures for military needs amounted to 2,2 billion 
dollars in 19683 as a rule they did not exceed 1 percent of the 
national budgets,.2 


However, in the mid-seventies a noticeable increase began to be seen 

in the number of armed forces in Latin America, in its purchases of 
expensive, modern arms from the developed capitalist powers--primarily 
from the NATO member nations--as well as in the establishment of facili- 
ties in Latin America to produce arms and military equipment, Gabriel 
Valdez, U.N. assistant general secretary, stated in August 1975 that 

in 1974, 13 countries in the region had expended 4 billion dollars on 
military needs, At the same time he emphasized that in 1973--in compari- 
son with the preceding year=-Latin America’s share of worldwide military 
expenditures had grown from 9,4 to 12 percent and that this trend was 
increasing. The rapid increase in military expenditures continues: 

in 1977 it totaled 5,7 billion dollars? and in 1978, according to 

some estimates, it exceeded 6 billion dollars, Moreover, even today a 
real danger is developing in Latin America, i.ses, the danger that in 
the not-too-distant future the region will become an arena for a race 
not onlv for conventional weapons but also for nuclear arms as well, 


When talking about the reasons for this phenomenon, it is essential to 
keep in mind above all that practically 11 the Latin American countries 
(with the exception of socialist Cuba) are partners of the United States 
according to the Inter-American Treaty Concerning Mutual Assistance 

of 1947 (the Rio de Janeiro Pact), which was the first in a chain of 
military-political blocs created 'v imperialism after the Second World 
War to combat the “commumist menace." By frightening the Latin Americans 
with this “menace” in relation t. che “penetration by subversive 
elements,” Washington and the local reaction attempted to use the 

pact, which they had knocked together, to suppress progressive movements 
in the region. Another, no less important purpose, by which the U,S, 














ruling cireles were guided in the creation of this pact was to 
firmly bind the armed forces of the Latin American countries to the 
Pentagon's military machine once it had established permanent control 
over them. Having made use of an alignment of forces which was 
advantageous to U.S. imperialism and which had developed in the 
Western hemisphere immediately after the Second World War, Washington 
carried out a series of additional measures; as a result, the 
inter-American military-political system, controlled by the Pentagon, 
was imposed on the Latin Americans, 


It should be emphasized that the 1977 rejection by a number o1 
military governments (Argentina, Brazil, Guatemala, El Saivador, 
Uruguay and Chile) of military “aid" fron. Washington, as well as 
Brazil*s atrogation of certain military agreements with the USA in 
response to specific (essentially symbolic) sanctions by the North 

Am can leadership within the framework of the notorious campaign 

in u-tense of “human rights,"did not in fact lead to a reduction in 
che number of military-political and military-economic ties which the 
United States has with these regimes, as American propaganda has tried 
to represent the situation, "A tempest in a teapets” the Madrid 
weekly CAMBIO-16 noted correctly on this subject.” In essence, only 
those ties and agreements which under present-day conditions are 
losing their meaning were the ones eliminateds they had been replaced 
long ago by new forms of military cooperation, which will be discussed 
below. 





At the first stages of this “cooperation™ the USA, along with the 
countries of Latin America, assigned to the continent's armed 
forces primarily a police role--to suppress popular revolutionary 
movements in order to protect the interests of the imperialist mono- 
polies. In the early sixties the U.S. ruling circles thought that 
obsoletc weapons from the U.S. arsenals, including prewar models, 
were sufficient to carry out preventive measures, ‘hnti- insurgency 
actions" and other punitive military actions. 


In the late sixties and early seventies there was a noticeable change 
in the views of the U.S, military-political leadership on the role 

of Latin America and its armed forces in Washington's global strategy; 
this change was related to a general re-examination of U.S. military- 
strategic concepts at a time of a worsening general crisis of capitalism, 
a time when the power of the world socialist system was growing and 
the liberation movement was developing steadily. One of the results 
of this re-examination was the so-called realistic deterrent strategy, 
which now provides the foundation of American imperialism's military 
doctrine, One main element in this strategy is the attempt to 
achieve military superiority over the Soviet Union and the other 
countries of the socialist community in order to provide the U.S. 
leadership with the opportunity "to garry out a broad range of 
political and military initiatives,’ At present this calls for the 





use not only (and not so much) of the military-economic potential 

of the United States itself but of active work to attract the 
financial, material, human and other resources of the countries which 
are U.S. allies in the military-political blocs (in Latin America 

on the basis of the Rio de Janeiro Pact) and on the basis of bilateral 
agreements, The strategy of the “realistic deterrent" has come to 
include as an important component the idea of the "new partnership," 
Which was formulated and realized in practice in the late sixties, In 
accordance with this idea, a significant increase in the share of 
military preparations for possible armed conflicts is imposed on 

the U.S. partmers, 


Within the fraemwork of the “realistic deterrent" strategy the 

"new partnership" in essence imposes upon the armed forces of the 
Latin American countries not only the traditional internal function of op- 
position to the liberation movements of people in their ow countries; 
it also imposes an external function of suppression of liberation 
mo\oments and the protection of imperialism's interests beyond the 
boundaries of their own states, In the final analysis, ©*° meaning 
of the newest military-strategic concepts of Washinr nn. .pplied to 
the Latin American countries consists in the follow’::: having 
increased their military potential at the expense 0; °'.‘r people, 
these states must be prepared for wars of differing scales in the 
interests of American imperialism, 


Naturally these concepts were worked out with the active participation 
of influential representatives of the MIC within the ruling circles 
of the United States, 


However, when implementing foreign policy, the U.S, leadership is 
forced to take into account the opinion of the bourgeois majority of 
the country as a whole; in a number of cases this opinion has 

not coincided with the views of the MIC elite, This was largely the 
cause of the struggle which developed around the determination of 
U,Se military policy with regard to Latin America in the late sixties, 
wien an influential group of congressmen achieved a ban on deliveries 
of modern tanks, supersonic military aircraft and of other pieces 

of the latest equipment to thé countries of this region, The 
demagogic justification for this decision was based on the need to 
limit the arms race in this region, In fact, some members of U.S, 
imperialist circles opposed the sale of up-to-date- military 
equipment to the Latin Americans because of anxiety over the growth 
of anti-imperialist sentiments among the military nationalists 

south of the Rio Grande, The members of these circles considered 
that the Latin American ccuntries had sufficient weapons to 

carry out purely police actions, 








However, 4 number of states in this region, having come up against 
thie decision, began to purchase the latest arms in the countries of 
the Old World, The well-known Rockefeller Report took this into 
account and proposed that the U.S. government should take 4 new, 
realistic approach to the problem of supplying modern weapons to 
Latin America. This approach is in line with the interests 

of the military-industrial monopolies, Let us note that the profits 
of the American arms producers are significantly higher than they are 
in nonmilitary branches of production, According to data from a study 
conducted by a U.S. Senate Committee, the norm for profits obtained 
by 164 out of 169 military corporations in the United States amounted 
to 50-200 percents three of them had profits of more than 500 percent 
and one had profite of more than 4000 percent, 


Beginning in the early seventies, when the concept of the “new part- 
nership began to be realized in U.S, relations with its military 
allics, the total of military expenditures by Latin American states 
increased sharply as a result of purchases of the latest arms, which 
are very expensives in 1968-1976 the Latin American countries 

spent for these purposes alone no less than 3.5 billion dollars, It is 
a striking fact that © & 30 percent of this amount went for the 
acquisition of so-called anti-guerilla weaponry, designed to ensure 
“internal security, and abouc 70 percent of if went for weapons to 
provide protection against an external enemy.” The U.S, military- 
industrial monopolies have been actively supplying arms of this 

kind since 1973, when President R, Nixon removed the limitations 

on the export of arms to the developing countries, having permitted 
the sale of F<SE figt srs to five Latin American republics, 


In carrying out the idea of the “new partmership” within the 
framework of the inter-American military-political system, the 

U.S. ruling cireles rely primarily on the so-called key countries of 
Latin Americas they take into account in this regard the ties which 
exist between American imperialism on the one hand «nd 

the upper bourgeoisic, the land-owning oligarchy and the reactionary 
military cliques in these countries on the other hand, Consideration 
is also given to the well-known commonality of their class and 
strategic interests. This gives rise in particular to the emergence in 
the key countries of their om  military-strategic concepts, which 
are designed to theoretically “justify” the further strengthen ing 

of the military=—political alliance with the USA, as well as the 
militarization and the arms race, 


One of the most important components of the American concept of 
“realistic deterrence” is the so-called “ocean strategy,” which 
has been carried out in an especially active manner in recent 
years, The Pentagon's concentrated attention has been directed 
toward those allies in Latin America which have territorial access 
to strategically important regions of the World Ocean, This means 











firet of all Brazil and Chile, which have enormously long coast lines 
which “everhang” the southeast sector of the Pacific Ocean and the 
South Atlantic, 


It ie by no means accidental that the maritime aspect is becoming 

basic to the geopolitical concepts of the Ciulean junta, Chilean 
atrategists declare that the first-priority goals of their geopolitics 
are “domination in the southern part of the Pacific," an outlet to 

the South Atlantic (either through Patagonia or a by a more circuitous 
route)," “domination in the Straits of Drake," oocoypation and 

control over the straite and islands in the south, 


It is in the light of the “new partnership” that one should judge 

the publication=-in the pages of the official orga. of the Chilean 
armed forces, “Memorial del ejersito de Chile"=—of ideas, “which 
provide the foundation” for broad naval expansion into the “fourth 
southeastern quadrant" of the Pacific, which is aipposedly a “natural 
zone of influence” for Chile, although, judging by the diagram which 
is provided, this includes a good fourth of Australia and all of New 
Zealand, The conclusion of the Chilean strategists is that in 

the name of their “special mission” in the Pacific Chile must increase 
intensively ite naval and air power here, The authors of this 
“Pacific concept" state directly that in realizing it, Chile is 
fulfi}}ing its “duty” with regard to the partners of the Rio de Janeiro 
Pact. It is clear that this means the United States, 


Brazil and Chile are only the most obvious examples of how the U,.5, 
ruling circles impose on the Latin American countries the concepts 

of the “new partnerhsip.” To one degree or another this also concerns 
the other states on the continent, inasmuch as the U,S, war 

department is trying to strengthen and expand military “cooperation” 
with them, 


This “cooperation;’ which is stimulated by the MIC and being developed 
ever more actively, means first of all that the countries of Latin 
America are forced as U.S. military parters to make “contributions”-- 
which increase with every year=-to the cause of “protecting the Ameri- 
can continent” from the mythical enemy from beyond the continent." 

In other words, the Latin American states must unceasingly build up 
their arsenals with ever newer modern armaments, which are not 

for the protection of their sovereignty but are rather for possible 
participation in imperialism's aggressive adventures; they become 

in this way more and more firmly attached to the military “chariot” 

of imperialism, 


Chile's military junta sets the tone in the growing arms race, 
The journal AFRIQUE--ASTE writes that the Chilean regime purchases 
weapons amounting to 1 billion dollars a year,!1 
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The Chilean naval forees are expanding most intensively; they are now 
among the most modern in Latin America, Thgy include more than 50 
warships, launches and auxiliary vessels. 


The facet that in recent years the U.S, share of arma deliveries to 

Chile as well as to other countries in Latin America has declined 

in comparison with the amount supplied by Western Europe by no means 
indicates that fewer arms are being obtained from North American 

producers inasmuch as there has been a sharp increase in the total 

volume of military purchases made by the states of this region, 

For example, in 1975-1976 the USA supplied to Argentina 20 Turbocommanders 
(690A) light military transport aircraft; it has supplied to Bra- 

zil two Boeing-737 military transport aircraft pe to Ecuador it 

has supplied 12 A=-37B anti-guemflla aircraft.) 


However, these data, are included in the official statistics available 
to the public, and they do not reflect the true state of affairs. 
Those who are interested in the militarization of Latin America 

have tried to find numerous roundabout ways to deliver arms to the 
countries of the continent, and especially to reactionary, dictatorial 
regimes, In May 1978 the American magazine THE NATION wrote that 
during the year and a half since the U.S, Congress, in playing the 
role of a “defender of human rights,” had imposed an embargo on 
deliveries of all types of arms to the chilean junta, a continous 

flow of various kinds of weapons, ammunition and equipment was continuing 
to reach Chile through “private"channels, Among the recent military 
shipments the magazine names airplane engines, military-trasport 
aircraft, radar installations and high-powered artillery shells, 
Complete information on shipments of this kind are not published 

as a rule because the U.S, Department of Commerce refuses to 

report data on “commercial operations by private firms,” 


The use of third countries constitutes another channel for deliveries 
of American arms to the Latin American countries: these are the so- 
called triangular shipments, which are made through companies oper- 
ating in Latin America itself, Brazil, for example, presented to 

the Chilean Air Force 10 T-25 Universal Military Training Aircraft, 
which had been assembled in Sao Paulo plants from American units and 
parts. In the immediate future the junta will obtain in a similar 
manner eight more such aircraft, 


There are also loopholes such as articles on the “nonmilitary” 

export of weapons “to maintain law and order,” It was in this 

way that the Chilean carabineers obtained in 1976 four Metro II 
military-transport aircraft produced by a Texas aircraft company, 

The diffuse nature of the formulations and the opportunity for the 

most varied interpretations of North American regulations regarding 

the export of arms make it possible to supply weapons to the reactionary 
regimes of Chile and other countries and to do so with practically 

no limitations. 
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With the support provided by very reactionary forces in a number 

of Latin American countries for U.S. military policy, there arises 
the possibility of a certain degree of integration not only in the 
military-political but also in the military economic area, “The 
militarization of the Latin American countries and the complete 
subordination of national interests to the anticommunist doctrine of ag- 
gressive and internal repressions characterize the military-industrial 
complex which is developing in the Southern Cone,"14 It is being 
created on the basis of the meshing of the local military industry 
and of the local military-industrial groups with the U.S, MIC, as 
well as with the major imperialist powers of Western Europe, In 
some Latin American countries the military-industrial complexes 
are now taking their first steps; they depend to a great extent on 
imperialism especially American imperialism, which is becoming one 
more tool of present-day neocolonialism, The leading American 
monopolies, which are insinuating themselves into the processing 
industries of the Latin American countries, especially in Argentina, 
Brazil and Mexico, include the Pentagon's major contractorss 
General Dynamics, ITT, General Motors, Westinghouse Electric, 
Ford, Olin Matheson, Exxon, IBM and many others, Fifty-six of 

the U.S. Defense Department's 100 main contregtors already have 
enterprises in the Latin American countries, 


The relatively rapid development of the present-day military economy 
in this region, and especially in Brazil and Argentina, is taking 
place with the assistance of and in the interests of the U.S. 
military-industrial complex, This is confirmed by the establishment 
(in 1975) and the activities of the Brazilian Agency for the Production 
of Arms and Military Equipment, the “Industria de material belico 

do Brazil,” which is essentially, as pointed out by Luis Carlos 
Prestes, general secretary of the Central Committee of the Brazilian 
Communist Party, “controlled to a significant degree by foreign 
monopolies through the Brazilian state itself, which plays up to them 
as well as through the granting of “know how" and the establishment 
of foreign enterprises for arms production in the country. "1 


In recent years the Brazilian army has purchased up to 78 percent of 
its arms on the domestic market, Brazil's military industry is 
already producing on a large scale ammunition, explosives and propellants, 
heavy and light infantry and artillery weaponss series production 

of armored equipment has been started: it includes the multi-purpose 
EF-11 Urutu vehicles (which are used as armared personnel carriers 
reconnaissance vehicles and as infantry combat vehicles), medium-sized 
EE-17 (Cascavel) armared cars and EE-17 Sukuri anti-tank amphibious 
vehicles, In the opinion of Brazilian specialists, the country will 
have real potential for the production of tanks by 1985, The X-20 
and X-40 tactical rockets have been developed; they have an 
effective range of 20 and 40 km respectively, Aircraft plants are 
producing the AT-26 Shavante tactical fighters and the (Paulistino) 














reconnaisance aircraft (both models are being produced in cooperation 
with the Italian company, "Makki,” which is the daughter company of 
the American Lockheed Corporation), as well as the (Bandirante turbo- 
prop atreraft in three versions for patrol, reconnaisance or 
transport purposes,’ and the "Embraer" Company, which produces 
this aireraft, has also started production of fuselage parte for 
the American F<5E fighters, These parts are to be sent to the US P 
and to those countries which have these vehicles in their arsenals, 

Brazil is becoming a major exporter of military equipment. A significant 
and ever-growing proportion of the output of ite military enterprises is 
being exported to a number of Latin American countries and tec African 
countries; negotiations are being conducted with regard to eales to 
Canada, Turkey and certain Arab states; these exports include primarily 
aireraft and armored vehicles for various purposes, Plans call 

for the sale of pgastiian arms to foreign states to amount to 500 million 
dollars in 1980, 





Brazilian military leaders have made numerous well-known statements to 
the effect that their country is approaching a solution to the problem 
of how to supply their armed forces with equipment produced in Brazil, 
But at the same time this carefully conceals the fact that the 
international monopolies, especially the American monopolies, play 

a very active role in this “national” military industry, Information 
about their cooperation with IMBEL (Industria de material belico do 
Brazil) is scattered throughout many organs of information, For 
example, the authoritative French journal MONDE DIPLOMATIQUE has reported 
that the American Northrop Corporation cooperates with the Brazilian 
aircraft companies in the production of parts for the fighters produced 
by IMBEL., Reports of this kind make it possible to conclude 

that the U.S. corporations have not only granted technological and 
technical assistance to the Brazilian military plants during the 
period of their formation but are also participating in the develop- 
ment of the so-called Brazilian weapons, In fact, important units 

of modern weapons, parts such as infrared and lasar sights, systems 
for sighting and stabilizig armored tank weapons, mechanisms for 
bombing “antiguerrilla” aircraft, as well as other complex equipment 
as of now can only be produced by epterprises in the U,5,. or other 
developed capitalist states which are interested in the development 

of the Brazilian military industry, For example, Brazilian armored 
personnel carriers use engines, transmission and suspension systems 
made by the West German firm, Mercedes Benzj however, the guns for 

the carriers used to be supplied by France and are now made under 
French license, With cooperation from the USA and their NATO partner 
countries, Italy and West Germany in particular, work is being carried 
out on the creation of original submarine models as well as multi- 
purpose jet fighters, 


The U.S. MIC is stimulating the same kind of military-economic 


integration with regard to Argentina, Since 1974 a plant which is 
part of the (Argentina de Trabajos Aeroeos) Oompany--in accordance 
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with an agreement made with the American firm Rockwell International-- 
has assembled Turbocommander 690A military trm@msport aircraft from 
unite and parte imported from the United States, However future plans 
call for the airframes for these planes to be built from parts 
produced in Argentina and mounted with engines made by the American 
company Garret Air Research, Argentina, with U.S. cooperation 

has started to produce--for the first time in Latin American history-- 
helicopters, A specialized company, (Representaciones Aero vomercial 
Argentina), was created in 1973, and it signed an agreement with 

the American firm, Hughes Tool Company Aircraft) it has started to 
assemble Hughes helicopters, four models of which will be supplied 

to the Air Force, According to press reports, the Representaciones 
Aero Comercial Argentina plant employs specialists who have studied 
in the USA, The plans call not only for the assembly procedures 

to be carried out here with imported units ane parts but also for 

the establishment of their production here, The Argentine 

Fabrica Militar is working in approximately this way with the 

American Cessna Company to produce model 182 and model 150 aireraft,2! 


The Western European NATO allies of the USA are also participating 
actively in the development of Argentina's military industry, In 

early 1977 the (Tissen-Henshel) firm (FRG) produced the first 

“Latin American” tank, the TAM, on the basis of a contract with 

the ministry of defense. Vehicles of this model are supposed to replace 
the obsolete, American-produced Sherman tanks in the armored units 

of the Argentine army, The TAM was used as the basis for the VKT 
infantry combat vehicle which was dveloped by the Rheinmetal fir., 

it has guns on the rotating turret, It is planned to produce 

200 TAM vehicles and 300 VKI vehicles for the Argentine armed forces,22 


The particpation of the Western European military-indistrial monopolies 
in the militarization of Latin America is not simply a manifestation 

of the competitive struggle against smilar monopolies in the USA, 

as it may seem at first glance, although inter-imperialist conflicts 

do exist and the laws of capitalist competition do act with 

full force, These monopolies puruse strategic goals which are 

identical with those of U.S. imperialism; this imposes on them responsi- 
bility for the arms race on the continent and its pernicious conse- 
quences for the Latin American countries. 


In recent years Israel has become an active supplier of arms to Latin 
America, Israeli weapons are sent primarily to the reactionary 
military-dictatorial regimes of Central America, Dozens 

of Arava light military-transport aircraft with short takeoff and 
landings are sent here, The Israel Military Industries Company 
makes massive shipments to the countries in the subregion--Guatemala, 
Honduras, £1 Salvador, (and to Nicaragua until recently); the 
shipments include Uzi 9=millimeter automatic rifles, Galil 5.56 milli- 
meter rifles, as well as other heavy and light arms.22 In late 1978 
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a military delegation from Guatemala held talks 3h he purchase of the 
modern Israeli multi-purpose fighter, the Kfir,. The Costa Rican 
weekly, LIBERTAD, commenting on the delivery of Israeli arms to the 
reactionary dictatorships of Central America, correctly emphasized that 
these deliveries could not take place without the consent of the U.S, 
government, As the weekly wrote, the military-political leadership 

of the United States prefers to use the hands of Tel Aviv to do 

what Washington for reasons of prestige finds it “inconvenient” to 

do 8 In July 1979, during the agony of the anti-people 
dictatorship of Somosa in Nicaragua, several transports with major 
cargoes of the most varied weapons and ammunition were sent from Israel, 


Once again the true political-ideological state of affairs concerning 
the A race in Latin America, inspired by the U.S. MIC and Washington 
was revealed in this way, They are attempting to arm to the teeth the 
most reactionaryan pro-imperialist regimes in the region in order to 
convert them into a bastion of counterrevolution, into a covering 
detachment on the road to further development of the revolutionary 
process on the continents in this way they attempt to provide 
imperialism with continued opportunities to oppress and exploit 

the Latin American peoples, to frighten them and to suppress their 
will to resist and their aspiration for freedom and independence, 


U.S. imperialism tries to justify its active contribution to the 
further development of the arms race on the continent with references 
to the growing military might of Cuba, which depends on the fraternal 
assistance and support of the US&R and the entire socialist community, 
These atguments are beneath criticism, 


The history of the Cuban revolution is well known to everyone, When 
the Cuban people decided purely internal questions concerning the 
forms of state-political and socio-economic structure of their 
country, U.S. imperialism and the Latin American reaction did everything, 
right up to armed aggression in order to strangle the revolution, 

The heroic Cuban people were forced to turn for support to that 
source which was in fact able to extend real, effective and timely 
assistance, Military shipments from the socialist countries, and 
mainly from the USSR were the only ones that Cuba was able to 

receive at the critical moment when it was being decided whether 

the revolution would survive or perish, The Soviet Union supplied 
Cuba with the weapons “by means of which the newly-emerged revolu- 
tionary armed forces, who received support from the brave fighters of the 
people*s militia, rapidly and brilliantly defeated the forces of the 
mercenaries organized and trained by the CIA," As is well known, 
Cuba constantly served in the subsequent years as the ob ject of 

armed provocations and threats from imperialism, Brutal attacks on 
Cuban fishing vessels, explosions of civil aircraft, diversions 

at enterprises of the republic, military training and arms which 

were supplied to the counterrevolutionary "Gusanos" detachments 

by the United States and the dictatorial regimes of Central America-- 
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all these are widely known facts, In this way the need to arm and 
strengthen the defense capability of Cuba also lies on the conscience 
of U.S. imperialianm, 


Comparatively recently there was a routine fuss in the American 
press with regard to ꝓhe USSR delivery of a certain number of 
MIG-23 jets to Cuba,’ The head of the Cuban government exposed 

at that time the meaning of the hypocritical "concern" of bourgeois 
propaganda, stating that Cuba had had at its disposal for a long time 
these tactical jets, which serve exclusviely defense purposes, 


It was no accident that at this period broad scale naval maneuvers 
called (Gulf X 79) were held by the U.S. and British navies in 
direct proximity to the shores of Cuba, 


With the constant threat of aggression by imperialism, the Cuban 
people were forced to tirelessly strengthen the defense capability 
of their homeland in order to defend the historic achievements of 
the revolution, although nonproductive military expenditures also 
hold back the country's development, 


At the same time it is essential to emphasize that Cuba's expenditures 
for military needs do not exceed the necessary minimum, In 1978, 

for example, appropriations for defense and maintenance of intemal 
order amounted to 784 million pesos (about eight percent of the 
budget), at a time when enditures for health care and education 
were 1,532 million pesos, The proportion of military expenditures 
in Cuba's state budget were one-half to one-third of the corresponding 
indicator for an entire series of other Latin American countries 
which are not threatened by anyone, 


The high percentage of military expenditures by these countries 

holds back the resolution of essential problems which face 

the Latin American peoples, leads to increases in taxes, in 

the national debt and foreign indebteness, as well as to the accelera- 
tion of the rate of inflation and to the decline in the public's 
standard of living. As noted, the countries of this region every 

year throw into the abyss of military expenditures about 6 billion 
dollars, a significant number of which go to acquire and service 
expensive arms, For example, a modern fighter plane of the kind which 
are imported by Latin America costs from 5 to 30 million dollars; a 
helicopter costs from 300,000 to 1,000,000 million dollars, and 

a tank costs 1 million.29 The operation of one fighter plane in peace 
time costs up to 15 million dollars per year, 20 This takes place at 
a time when 100 million Latin Americans suffer from malnutrition, 
millions of children die from hunger and one-fourth of the entire 

adult population of Latin America is illiterate. In fact, by 
purchasing one modern middle-sized tank or infantry combat vehicle, 

a country is depriving itself of the opportunity to provide for its 
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citizens 3% three-room apartments, The combat training for a tank 


batalliop “eats up" funds which could be used to build 28 kinder- 
gartens. 1 A modern fighter aireraft costs as much as the construc- 
tion of two hospitals supplied with modern equipment, 


The further development of the military-economic relations between 

the states of Latin America and the United States, and the member 
countries of NATO, in which the USA plays a decisive role in the 
determination of military policy, makes the republics of the region 
increasingly dependent on imperialism, a dependence which is intensifed 
by the emergence and expansion of direct and indirect ties between 

the military-industrial complexes of the West--especially the 

MIC of the USA--<and the developing military industry of the countries 
of the continent. 


Reactionary circles in the region, which participate directly in the 
stirring up of the military psychosis and the arms race, and 

especially the rightist authoritarian military regimes, are pursuing 
their own tactical and strategic goals. They ar attempting primarily to 
strengthen their own rile, while distracting the attention of the 

masses from the domestic problems which are growing more acute and while 
directing the energy and resources of them states to the realization 

of ambitious geopolitical designs, which are in line with the strategic 
goals of imperialism, 


The feverish military preparations of the reactionary regimes, which 
openly justify their “right” t© a sphere of influence and to 
territorial expansion, cannot fail to arouse the suspicion § and 
concern of more peace-loving neighboring states, which are 

in turn forced to arm themselves, For example, the Peruvian govern- 
ment has in recent years tried to support a certain “balance of arms” 
with regard to neighboring Chile. The Peruvians nave had a sad 
historical experience of military-political relations with their 
southern neighbor, and the current growing aggressiveness of the 
Chilean junta, as was shown above, in no way contributes to the 
strengthening of trust in it. The result is an unrestrained and 
spiraling arms race, which is in the interests of the international 
military-industrial monopolies and which creates a real threat to 
stability and peace in Latin America. That is why there are increasingly 
frequent calls to put an end to the dangerous military preparations 
which intensify the already difficult situation in which the peoples 
of this region find themselves, 


In December 1974, during the Peruvian celebrations devoted to the 150th 
anniversary of the victory over the Spanish colonizers at Ayakuche,. 

the representatives of a number of Latin American countries signed a 
joint document--the so-called Ayakucho Declaration, in which they 
expressed deep concern about the arms race in Latin America, In June 
1978, during the UN General Assembly special session on disarmament held 
in New York, the foreign ministers of eight Latin American countries 
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which had signed the Ayakucho Declaration appealed to UN Secretary 
General K, Waldheim with a verbal note, in which they reasserted the 
importance of the position taken in Peru concerning the Limitations of 
arms on the continent, and they expressed willingness "to double the 
offorts aimed at creating the conditions which would contribute to 

the effective limitations of arms in this region and which would 
direct all resources toward the economic and social development of 
every single Latin American country," 


In August of that same year a preliminary conference of countries in 
Latin America and the Caribbean was held in the capital of Mexico on 

the problems of limiting conventinal arms in the region. Santiago Roel, 
the Mexican minister of foreign affairs and the resentative of Mexico, 
the intiatior of the conference, emphasized in his presentation that 

the limitation of arms in Latin America is a necessary step on the 

path to the achievement of general and complete disarmament under 
effective international control, 


It is significant that the initiatives of the peace-loving Latin 
American countries, which wish to undertake any and all concrete measures 
to limit arms in the region, come up against the open opposition 

of the pro-imperialist reactionary dictatorships. Thus, even before the 
adoption of the Ayakucho Declaration the government of Peru appealed to 
Chile with a proposal concerning the mutal reduction of arms on the 
basis of a “gentleman's agreement,” In response to this humane 

and rational proposal Pinochet stated that Chile would in the 

future continue to arm itself in view of a certain “threat from 
international communism," 


In the face of the growing aggressivees of the militarized southern 
cone, and feeling the potential tension in the border regions 

of the Amazon basin, where the armed forces of Brazil have in 
recent years conducted intense, militarized colonization, the govern- 
ment of Peru was forced to adopt measures to strengthen the 

nation’s defense capability. In this connection, the bourgeois 

press, which is closely tied to militarist circles in the West, once 
again unleashed a hypocritical propaganda fuss about the imagined 
"Soviet military penetration” in the Western hemisphere in order to 
provide the next impetus in the arms race in Latin America, 


However, in spite of the intrigues of imperialism and reaction, the 
movement to curb the arms race in this region is growing. There is a 
growing understanding here that the struggle in this direction is 
indissolubly linked to the struggle against imperialism and the local 
oligarchy.

Gorokhov and P,P. Yakovlev: "Disarmament: Conflicting 
endencies, Different Approaches'7 

[Text] The international community declared the seventies to be the 
ecade of disarmament, In the area of world politics this period was 
characterized by the logical and persistent struggle of the USSR and the 
other countries of the socialist alliance to deepen the relaxation 

of internation tension, to reduce the military opposition of the East 
and the West and to eliminate the threat of a new global conflict. The 
Conference on Security and Cooperation in Europe (Helsinki, 1975) 

and the Soviet-American SALT II Treaty, which was signed in June 1979 

in Vienna, had enormous significance for the consolidation of peace 

on the earth, In evaluating this very importanc document, L.I,. Brezhnev, 

general secretary of the CPSU Central Committee and chairman of the 

Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet, emphasized: "There has 

taken place an event for which the Soviet and American peoples have 

waitedalong time, as have the peoples of other countries and all 

who want a strong peace... In signing this treaty, we are helping 

to defend the most sacred right of every person--the right to life,"1 











However, despite the significant efforts and undisputed successes which 
have been achieved in the matter of strengthening detente and 
restraining (in some of the most dangerous areas) the arms race, in 
general the acuteness of this problem has not only not been reduced, 

it has, on the contra*y, grown, and this has been related primarily 

to the aggressive polic'es of imperialist circles which continue 

to increase the spiraling arms race, and to the hegemonic course of 
Beijing, which is carryine out the rapid militarization of the coun- 
try, openly calling for a third world war, while preparing the 

next military adventures against neighboring states, Under these 
circumstances, which are extremely complex even without the 

difficult task of disarmament, our attention is drawn to the 

problem of the many developing nations (including Latin American nations) 
which are being brought into the arms race, as well as to the danger 
that lethal new weapons will spread to regions of the developing 

world, “The arms race," a special UN document notes, “is more 

and more becoming, a worldwide phenomenon, and although its intensity 
differs greatly in various parts of the world, there are only a 

few countries which are not included in it and there is no region 
which does not participate in it, "2 





The development of this trend exerts a growing influence on the 
ecnnomics and the policies of the Latin American states; it influences 
their position in the world arena, and it places new tasks before the 
progressive forces in the countries of this region, 


The Arms Race Policy 


The spread of the arms race to the regions of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America has reached the point that during the period 1965-1975 the 
developing countries’ share of worldwide military expenditures grew 

from 5,8 to 12.6 percent, The military expenditures of these states 
increased with particular speed during the first half of the seventies; 
they grew 14.7 percent per year at a time when the rate for the world in 
general was at 1.1 percent (in real terms), It is also significant 

that at the present time this group of countries accounts for more 

than two-thirds of the worldwide purchases of arms,3 


In comparison with other regions of the developing world, Latin America, 
taken as a whole, spends less for military purpoSes both on an absolute 
scale as well as on a relative one, In particular, the military 
expenditures of all the developing countries, according to the data 

for 1976, amounted to 90,7 billion dollars, or 6.3 percent of 

their aggregate gross domestic product (AGDP). Latin America 

accounted for 5,7 billion dollars or 1,8 percent of the AGDP; 

Africa’ accounted for 5.9 billion dollars (3.4 percent), the 
Middle East for 25.2 billion dollars (13,8 percent), Southeast Asia 

for 46.3 billion dollars (4,6 percent), etc, Approximately the 

same picture is observed with regard to the purchase of armaments 
abroad, For example, during the period 1967-1976 the developing 
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nations purchased arms worth 58 billion dollars, of which Latin 

America was responsible for 3,5 billion dollars, Africa for 5,1 billion 
dollars, the Middle East fir ~0,6 billion dollars and Southeast 

Asia for 20,8 billion dollars, 


Facts of this kind provide many bourgeois politicians and scholars 
with the pretext for talking about the “inadequate” level of armaments 
in Latin America, about the need to “complete the arming” of the 
countries in this region, and to increase their military expenditures 
to the level of the other developing nations, 'owever, in our view, 
assertions of this kind are completely erroneous, and they do not 
reflect the true sta! of affairs, : 


First of all, when making any comparisons, we must keep in mind the 

fact that during the sixties and seventies in Latin America, in contrast 
with the situation in other regions of the developing world, there were 
no wars between nations, and it is wars, as is well known, which are 
the main generator of the arms race, In the second ;lace, despite the 
more peaceful international climate, military preparations in Latin Ameri- 
ca are taking place, and the region is being drawn into the arms race 
more and more strongly. In particular, it is worth noting that 

during the period 1967-1977 there was a noticeable increase (from 

six to 11 percent) in the proportion of arms purchases by the geveloping 
world for which the Latin American countries were responsible, 


In the countries of Latin America participation in the arms race 

can be seen in many trends: military budgets are increasing, 

arms purchases abroad have taken a sharp jump, ever newer and more 
expensive arms are being acquired; a number of nations are establishing 
their own military industries, which are already exporting some of 
their outputg plans are being developed for furthergrowth in 

military preparations. 


According to data from the American Agency for Disarmament and 

Arms Control, direct military expenditures by the Latin American 
countries increased (in current prices) from 2,2 billion dollars 

in 1967 to 5.7 billion dollars in 1976 (in 1975 a “record” level 

of military expenditures was reached--6,1 billion dollars-<and a 
slight reduction the following year was related to a worsening 

of the economic situation in Latin America), In this same period 
arms purchases made abroad by the countries of this region increased 
from 170 million dollars to 808 million dollars per year. During 

the entire ten year period the states of Latin America acquired arms 
worth about 3,5 billion dollars, including 1,111 tanks and self- 
propelled guns, 1,106 pieces of artillery, 154 warships, 25 sutmarines 
816 combat aircraft, 298 helicopters and 596 rockets,6 
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The arms face in the southern part of the region is acquiring especially 
slenifieant dimensions, For example, three countries=-Argentina, 
Bravil and Chile=-aeccount for up to 60 pereent of Latin America's 
military expenditures, In the seventies, according to the data of 
the Stockholm International Inetitute for Research on World Problems, 
Argentina's arsenal has come to include military airplanes and 
helicopters from the USA and Western burope, including 75 Skyhawk 
fighter bombers, made by the MO Donnell Douglas Company, American 
destroyers and French corvettes equipped with rocket weapons, At 

the present time negotiations are being carried out with regard to 
the purchase (from the FRG) of @ekyaris for the construction of sub- 
marines, The Brazilian army has obtained 42 F-5E/B fighter 

bombers, made by the American firm Northrop, three Pnglish submarines 
of the Oberon class, six Bnelieh frigates of the (Niteroy) class, 
equipped with rockets and missiles,as well as self-propelled rocket 
installations of the Roland type produced jointly by firms in the 
FRO, France and Great Britain, and adopted for use by the USA, 


The Chilean military-fascist junta, has carrying out a broad program 
to equip ite army with modern armaments; in the period 1973-1978 it 
increased military expenditures from 575 million dollars to 1,284 
billion dollars, In recent years Chile has purchased two Oberon 
submarines, 18 Northrop F-5E/B fighter bombers, 34 American-produced 
aircraft for anti-ineurgency operations, Israeli-produced air-to-air 


missiles and gir-to-surface missiles produced by the West German Company 
Acrospatiale, 


The rapid expansion of foreign arms purchases by Latin American 
countries is turning the region into a relatively large market for 
military matericl and for this reason it is attracting more and more 
attention from the arme-exporting nations; this leads to the 
intensification of competition between suppliers, 


Between the end of the Second World War and the mid-sixties the 

USA occupied 4 dominant position in the Latin American arms market; 
the USA accounted for more than 70 percent of all deliveries of 
military materiel to this region, Washington made use of multilateral 
and bilaterel military treaties and agreements, and it maintained a 
significant contingent of military advisors (800 people in 18 countries)® 
for a long time Washington retained in this way strong control 

over the armed forces of the Latin American states, The main efforts 
of the USA were directed at training the Latin American armies for 
anti-insurgency operations, while limiting at the same time deliveries 
of the most advanced weapons to this region (in order to avoid the 
development of dangerous conflict situations in direct proximity to 

its own borders)s this contrasted sharply with its policy of increasing 
tension and stimulating the arms race in the regions which border 

on the Soviet Union, 





Washington's policy caused growing dissatisfaction on the part of 
military eireles in Latin America, which wanted to obtain up-to-date 
weapons instead of obsolete ones, This circumstances caused a whole 
series of Latin American states to orient themselves toward the pur- 
chasing of arms in other countries rather than in the USA, This 
rend was manifested with particular clarity after the American 
authorities refused to permit the sale of Northrop F-5 jet fighters 
to the Peruvian Air Foree in 1967; the government purchased French 
Mirage jets, As a result, the U.S. share of arms deliveries to 
Latin America declined to 32 percent between 1966-1975, and in 
subsequent years it dropped to 15 percent,? 


One’s attention is also drawn to the development by a number of 
Latin American countries of their own military industries, capable 
of producing certain up-to-date weapons, This applies primarily 

to Argentina and Brazil, which at the present time are producing not 
only light weapons in the small arms class, but also pieces of 
artillery, armored personnel carriers, certain types of military 
jets, helicopters, rockets and ships, Brazil‘splans for the 

early eighties include the purchase of its first artificial 

earth satellite, which is evidence of serious success in rocket 
construction, 


The seventies saw rapid growth in exports of output from the 

military industries of the Latin American countries; the volume of these 
exports increased from 1 million dollars in 1970 to 202 million dollars 
in 1976, Brazil is becoming a major exporter of arms; it sells 

its products to 33 countries, The volume of Brazil's arms exports, 
which amounted to 86 million dollars in 1976, jumped to 500 million 
dollars in 1979, and according to predictions, it will reach 

1 billion dollars in 1980, 


The countries which import Latin American arms include many of the 
developing African and Asian statesj moreover, the magnitude of the 
sales is often very significant, In 1978, for example, a contract 
was signed for the delivery to Togo of three Brazilian-made fighters 
at a cost of 7,8 million dollars,!! ‘This indicates that 

certain types of Brazilian armaments are competing more and more 
successfully on international markets against the products of the 
industrially developed countries. Another example of this can 

be seen in the purchase of a large quantity of Brazilian-made 
armored vehicles by Kuwait, Libya, Turkey, Iraq, Saudia Arabia 

and Canada, Tactica’ misdlesare also being exported, 


In this way the arms race in Latin America is growing and acquiring 
ever more threatening dimensions; it is absorbing excessively large 
amounts of resources to the detriment of the essential economic 
interests of the countries in this region. As K. Marx noted, “in a 
directly economic sense this (milftary preparations--V.G. P.Ya) is the 
same as if a nation threw a portion of its capital down the drain,.,“12 
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The facts show that even in those Latin American countries, which have 
the lowest military expenditures the damage from this nonproductive 
use of resources is very noticeable, For example, with the resources 
that Colombia spent for military purposes during the period 1967-3976 
it could have built 500 hospitals, 400 colleges and 50 sanitoria. 
Haiti and Paraguay (which are among the most economically backward 
countries in this rexzion) spent almost as much for military purposes 
as they did for education and health care together. And in 

Brazil, the country with the largest military budget in Latin America, 
military expenditures are nearly four times greater than the federal 
rovernment's expenditures for education and 73 (!) times greater than 
for health care,l4 It is not surprising that the country has not yet 
eliminated illiteracy (the number of illiterates is even increasing), 
and epidemics of the most terrible diseases are frequent, 





In Latin America the arms race is also linked to such dangerous 

social and political phenomena as militarization of social life, the 
limitation of democratic freedoms, the strengthening of repressions 
with regard to the working class and other democratic forces, and 

the spread of chauvinistic sentiments. “The arms race," a UN document 
emphasizes, ‘represents a wasteful expenditure of resources, 

the deflection of the economy away from humane purposes, an 

obstacle to national efforts the area of development and a threat 
to the democratic processes," 


The Main Route to Peace and Security 


The danger of continuing the arms race and the enormous economic and 
social costs which result from militarization are becoming more and 
more obvious not only to democratic society but also to many representa- 
tives of the ruling circles of Latin America, In this regard an 
initiative made by the government of Peru is extremely significant; 

in 1974, Peru proposed to its neighboring states that a halt on 

arms purchases be called for 10 years, The money saved was to be 

used for economic development needs, The proposal was supported 

by the governments of Venezuela, Mexico, and Panama; however, it was 
not carried out due to the active opposition of the militarist circles 
of certain other states of this region, especially Chile, where, the 
Pinochet junta, which usurped power, has started down the path of 

broad military preparations, which threaten the security of neighboring 
countries, 


And it was the opposition of the military-dictatorial regimes 

that prevented the fulfillment of the plan to limit (on the basis of 
common consent) the purchases of arms by Latin American countries 

in accordance with the Ayakucho Declaration, which was signed in 
December 1974 by eight nations--Argentina, Bolivia, Venezuela, 
Colombia, Panama, Peru, Chile and Ecaudor, In the summer of 1978, 

at the initiative of Venezuela, the countries which signed the 
Ayakucho Declaration, stated their resolve to work for the conclusion 








of a regional agreement on the restraint of the arms race in Latin 
America, At the same time Mexico presented to the member countries 

of the Organization of American States a proposal concerning the 
development of a similar agreement, The intention to work together to 
limit the larms race was stated by Carlos Andres Perez, the president of 
Venezuela during a visit to the Dominican Republic in December 1978, 

The Dominica -Venezuelan communique which was signed at that time empha- 
sized that ",,..both countries will make joint efforts to put forward, 

in accordance with the Ayakucho Declaration,... an agreenept concern ing 
the limitation of conventional weapons in Latin America,"!’ It also 
contained a proposal to create a mechanism for permanent consulations 
between the Latin American countries on the issues of the struggle 
against the arms race and in favor of disarmament, 


There is no doubt that initiatives of this kind are useful and for this 
reason they find support among the working class, its political 
vanguard and all democratic forces, 


However, one cannot fail to see the opposing trend, which is also in 
operation in Latin America, and that is the increasing activity of 
those circles, which are Linked to the growing military production 

in the region and with the military-industrial monopolies of the 

West. These are the forces which stand for the increasing arms race, 
and which hinder in every way possible the various peaceful initiatives 
and which encourage chauvinistic, militaristic sentiments, 


Evidence of the progressing militarization of Latin America can 

be seen specifically in the idea--which is still being advanced by 
certain circles--of creating a South Atlantic Military Pact (SAMP), 
which is supposed to include, along with the Latin American countries 
(Argentina, Brazil and Uruguay), the Republic of South Africa, In 
August 1978 the issue of establishing the pact was raised once again 
by a representative of Uruguay at the Ninth Inter-American Conference 
of Naval Commanders (representatives of the Latin Aperican countries, 
the USA and Canada take part in these conferences), ! 


The imperialist forces, which see the SAMP as a powerful generator 

of the arms race in the South Atlantic, stand behind the scenes of 
the political intrigue surrounding the creation of this new bloc, the 
thrust of which is aimed against the liberation movement, In this 
regard it is indicative that the issue of the establishemnt of SAMP 
was also discussed at the so-called Atlantic Conference, which was 
held in November 1978 in Brazils the participants included repre- 
sentatives of many of the mononrolies of the U.S, military-industrial 
complex, 2. Brzezinski, advisor o President J, Carter on national 
security, V.(Vaky), U.S. assistani secretary of state for inter-American 
affairs, the ministers of Argentinaand Brazil, 9 
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It is obvious that the creation of SAMP not only may cause another 
escalation of the arms race in the South Atlantic Area but will also 
heat up ® already dangerously explosive situation in this part of 
the hemisphere, It is for this reason that the democratic forces 

in the countries of South America are undertaking energetic efforts 
to disrupt the plans for the eration of 4new military bloc, 


The monopolies of the military-industrial complexes of the Western 
countries are actively arming the reactionary militaristic regimes in 
Latin Americay in the process they are not only issuing a challenge 

to the international comaunit: they are also violating the laws 
adopted in the Western countries themeelves, One of the many examples 
of this activity is to be seen in the arms shipments to Chile by 

the West German military concerns, (Quandt) and Messerschmitt--Belkov- 
Blom) in defiance of a federal government ban, This same kind of policy 
is also followed by many American firms, which continue to make mili- 
tary deliveries to Chile despite a ban by the U.S, Congress, 





It is clear, incidentally, that arms shipments to Chile only strengthen 
the Pinochet regime and encourage its interference in the internal 
affairs of other states; they make it possible for it to take 
chauvinistic, aggressive positions, In recent times the Chilean 
secret service has extended its activities to many countries in 

Latin Americag it cooperates actively with the local reactionary 
circles, Evidence of this can be seen in the 1979 arrest in Argentina 
of a group of Pinochet agents and the exposure of a Chilean spy 
network in Peru. It is completely understandable that the Pinochet 
regime*s militaristic preparations and the provocative activities of 
its agents force Chile*s neighbors to show additional concern for 
their security, In this way the policies of the Chilean junta desta- 
bilize the situation in the region and stimulate the arms race, In 
this regard, the statements made by Francisco Morales Bermudez, the 
president of Peru, in an interview with the French newspaper LE MONDE 
in April 1979 are of great interest, “I would like to say," the 
president stated,” that the ideal alternative for a country like ours 
would be to have all our resources directed toward developmental goals. 
We have many needs in such areas as health care, education, the 
infrastructure and communications, These are vitally important 

needs, But until we have real peace on the continent we shall be 
forced to be cancerned withour security and national defense, 


The facts show that existence of reactionary pro-imperialist regimes 

in Latin America is incompatible with a policy of detente and it serves 
as a serious obstacle on the road to firm peace and security in the 
region. 


An even greater threat to the cause of peace in Latin America is 
concealed in the presence of U.S, armed forces in the region and 
in the maintenance in the Latin American countries of bases and other 
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military facilities of the Pentagon. In particular, the American 
base Guantanamo, which is located on Cuban territory, represent 4 
direct threat to Cuba's security; the Guantanamo Base is widely 
used by Washington for provocative “demonstrations of force” in the 
Caribbeon Sea rog ion, 


The provocations by the American military clique acquired a particular 
lar seale after the decision was made in 1979 to create a special 
Caribbean operational command in Key West, as well as a "fast reaction 
corps,” which has as part of its mission the implementation of 
intervention under the pretext of “protecting” U.S, economic and 
political interests, The escalation of Washington's militaristic 
activities in the Caribbean basin prompted the legitimate indignation 
of many Latin American countries which see in these U.S, actions a 
return to gunboat politics, The Communist Party of Argentina sharply 
condemed Washington's provocations; in a special statement it noted 
that the purpose of the U.S, rightist circles was “to destabilize 

the world situation, to hinder the success of the struggle against 

the arms race, and to hamper the Latin American peoples who are fighting 
for their national and social liberation, "22 


The aggressive policies of imperialism and of the reactionary military 
dictatorships which it supports lead to the dangerous exacerbation 

of the problems which exist between the nations in Latin America, 

and of territorial disputes in particulars they are fraught with 

the danger of the accelerated arms race and represent a threat to 
peace and security in the region, 


At the present time there are more than 10 territorial disputes in 
Latin Americay some of them are very acute, The imperialist circles 
make use of this circumstance; they frequently stir up tension 

in the relations between neighboring countries and in this 

way they hinder the development of cooperation between the nations 

in the region. 


Ina number of cases imperialism and the forces of internal reaction 
have increased tension on the continent artificiallys they have 
fanned border conflicts and specific problems which exist 

between nations, They have also encouraged the development of the 
arms race in Latin America. 





Thus, there is a whole series of reasons which lie at the heart 

of the accelerating arms race in Latin America, and unless these 

reasons are eliminated it will be impossible to ensurea strong 

peace and security in the region, it is also obvious that the 

cardinal tasks include the following: the spread of the positive 

results of detente in international politics to the Western hemisphere, 
the climination of foreign military bases in this region of the globe, the 
cessation of aggressive actions directed at socialist Cuba and other 
progressive nations. 
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Latin American Diplomacy and Disarmament Issues at the UN 


The growing concern of the Latin American states with regard to the 
problems of how to limit the arms race and promote disarmament 

are being manifested more and more clearly in the activities of 

Lat n American diplomacy at the UN, and it introduces new zaspects into 
their positions on this key problem of world politics, 


In the first years of the UN's existence, the Latin American countries 
as a rule acted with the USA on all major issues of disarmament and 
international security, Many U.S. actions during the “cold war" 

found support in the statements of the Latin American delegates 

Who spoke from the UN platforms at the same time proposals by the 
socialist countries were boycotted, 





The profound socio-political changes on the continent, which were 
started by the Cuban Revolution, exerted a noticeable influence 

on the foreign policy activities of the Latin American countries, 
including their policies at the UN, where representatives from 
this region have taken independent positions with ever greater 
irequency since the second half of the sixties; they have also 
tried to resolve the problems which lie on the road to cooperation 
withthe nonaligned states of Asia and Africa and to expand their 
contacts with the socialist countries, A powerful factor in the 
development of this trend has been the relaxation of international 
tension and especially the achievement of agreement between USSR 
and the USA on the limitation of strategic offensive weapons, 


However, in general the current position taken by the Latin American 
countries at the UN on issues of disarmament cannot be characterized 
simply. For example, in the seventies Paraguay, Uruguay and a number 
of Central American republicShave continued to adhere to a pro-Western 
orientation, Argentina and Brazil follow a duplicitous line, 

These countries frequently join with the nonaligned nations, but at 

the same time a negative attitude toward the Treaty on the Nonprofifera- 
tion of Nuclear Weapons remain characteristic feature of their 
policies, Mexico has played anjextremely active and constructive 

role in recent years, Mexico's/attempts to promote a positive 
resolution of the complex problems in the relations between the USSR 

and the USA,24 its intiative on the creation of a non-ncclear 

zone in Latin America, its active participation in the preparations 

for the World Conference on Disarmament and its call ffor a special 
session of the UN General Assembly on disarmament-~-all these 

facts reflect a position which is in the interests of peace and 

genuine disarmament, Venezuela, Peru and Ecuador are conducting 

more and more active UN policies, These states, along with Panama, have 
been the intiators of talks on the reduction of couventional weapons 

in the region, 
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When talking about the general trend, emphasis should be put on the 
increasingly favorable influence which the process of detente is 
having on the level and direction of political activities by the Latin 
American countries at the UN on issues of disarmament, 


It is quite natural for the states of Latin America to strive to 
continuously link the consideration of disarmament issues to the 

tasks of their socio-economic development, For this reason it is 

no accident that the Soviet proposal on the reduction of military budgets 
met with a broad response among the countries of the region; according 

to the proposal, the permanent members of the Security Council would 
reduce their military budgets by 10 percent and transfer 

part of the money saved to a fund to assist the developing countries, 


It is well known that the representative of the PRC (People's Republic 
of China) at the UN tried in every way possible to discredit the 
Soviet initiative before the developing nations of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America, "Can military expenditures actually be reduced?" 

the Beijing delegate asked demagogically from the platform of the UN, 
We think that it is better to stop this kind of empty discussion and 
to stop it as soon as possible,"25 However, Beijing's demarche 
failed, and the countries which gave a worthy rebuff to the Maoists 
included the Latin American nations, which on the whole judged the 
USSR proposal to be “important and timely." Alfonso Garcia Robles, 
Mexico’s representative, approved the USSR proposal and emphasized 
(obviously having in mind the PRC) that he did'“not understand the 
positions of certain major powers which are attempting to ignore it." 
The Barbados delegate advanced a detailed, well-argued presentation 
in support of the Soviet plan; he noted that “the Soviet proposal is 
doubly vabugpie because it contributes to disarmament and provides for 
assistance, Other countries on the continent also supported the 
Soviet proposal. In particular, the delegates from Venezuela, 

Costa Rica and Guyana noted in their presentations that the USSR 
plan “works” for the national interests of the developing countries 
and is a concrete measure for genuine disarmament, 


The overwhelming majority of the Latin American countries at the 
30th session of the UN General Assembly (1975) voted in favor of the 
the Soviet proposal to sign the Treaty on the Complete and Universal 
Ban on Nuclear Weapons Testing (the only abstentions were Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile, which at the present time have not yet signed the 
Treaty Concerning the Nonproliferation of Nuclaar Weapons, as well 
as Peru, which adopted a special position due to the nuclear tests 
conducted by France in the Pacific Ocean in direct proximity to 
Peruvian territory). At the same session the countries of the 
region were equally unanimous in their approval of the 

USSR plan to ban the development of new systems of mass destruction 
weapons. 














The results of the discussion on disarmament at the 32d session of 
the UN General Assembly constitute a qualitatively new phenomenons 

at this session the Latin American states (Venezuela, Colombia, 
Mexico and Ecuador) for the first time not only supported but also 
joined the USSR and the other socialist countries as co-authors 

of the resolution entitled "The Urgent Need to Halt Nuclear and 
Thermonuclear Testing. Concerning the Conclusion of a Treaty on 

the Complete and Universal Ban on the Testing of Nuclear Weapons." 
This resolution was adopted by an overwhelming number of votes and it 
was supported by all the Latin American countries, 


The Latin American countries are also showing an increased level 

of activity in the work of the Committee on Disarmament in Geneva; 

in recent years Argentina, Brazil, Mexico and Peru have been 

members of this committee, The activities of these nations in 

the Committee on Disarmament result from their desire, as expressed 

by a Mexican diplomat, “to serve as bridge” between the capitalist 

and socialist blocs.2’ Socialist Cuba became a member in 1979, 

and this will undoubtedly contribute to an increase in the constructive 
contribution being made by the Latin American group to the work of 

the committee, 





In recent years there has been a clearly surveyed trend toward 

the globalization of the problems of disarmament; ‘his significantly 
expands the numbers of participants in the negotiations on these 
issues within the organizations of the UN system, Speaking at the 
25th CPSU Congress, L.I,. Brezhenv noted: “At the intiative of our 
country the UN General Assembly has in recent years adopted a number 
of important resolutions on the restraint of the arms race and the 
banning of development and production of new weapons of mass destruc- 
tion, and of new systems for weapons of this kind, 


"The task is to ensure that these resolutions are implemented... 
Energetic action and the unity of all the forces of peace and good 
will are needed, ‘

"In this regard, the proposal--which is supported by an overwhelming 
majority of UN member countries--to call a world conference on dis- 
armament acquires particular significance, "28 


This proposal, which was first put forward at the UN by the USSR in 
1971, received broad support from the Latin American countries, which 
are constantly working to expand their participation in the talks 

on disarmament, Mexico became one of the most active supporters 

of the congress. It is no accident that Mexico was the country 

which initiated the establishment of working group on the preparation 
for the conference, as well as the inclusion of the materials from 
this group in the UN annual report, 
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Other Latin American nations were also active in using the UN 

to express their opinions in regard to the prospects, opportunities and 
composition of the future conference; further, they insisted on 

the maximum universalization of the forums they wanted to see the 
participants include not only all the UN member nations, but also those 
countries which for various reasons are not members, Consideration 

was given to inviting representatives of the public as well as 
scientists as official delegates to the conference, 


As is well known, due to the negative position of the Beijing leaders 
and of certain Western powers the issue of calling a world conference on 
disarmament was postponed for an indefinite period and from then on 

the issue of calling a special session of the UN General Assembly 

on disarmament was discussed within the UN framework, In 1975 Mexico, 
Peru and Guyana spoke in favor of holding such a session, and 

in 1976, the Latin American states which are members of the nonaligned 
movement, as well as Brazil and the above mentioned states, came 

out in favor of calling the session. Thus interest in the session 
increased, but the calculations and platforms of various countries were 
by no means the same, 


At the UN General Assembly special session ondisarmament, which took 
place in May-June 1978, at least two lines and positions adopted 
by the Latin American countries can be clearly traced, 


Venezuela, Mexico, Ecuador, Panama and Colombia reaffirmed their 
willingness to sign a multilateral agreement on the limitation 

of convention weaponss the general reasons for this agreement were 
developed in the Ayakucho Declaration, These nations noted with 
alarm the growth in arms traffic in this region; they emphasized 

the need to work out and adopt a comprehensive program for consistent 
disarmament; they approved the idea of calling } Special 

session and they emphasized its great significance, It can be 

said that in gemeral these countries made a concrete, positive 
contribution to the work of the session, 


At the same time the presentations by the Latin American delegates 
contained some unjustified opposition on the part of the small 

and medium-sized states to the “passivity of the nuclear powers," 
which “are not making the necessary compromises" (Peru, Costa Rica, 
Argentina). Some states in this region (Bolivia, Haiti, Guatemala, 
Uruguay) avoided any concrete initiatives and repeated the trite 
thesis that “only the great powers must engage in disarmament"; 
they expressed distrust of the concrete possibilities of the special 
session; they doubted the need to call it, and they dissociated 
themselves fyom any responsibility for the growing arms race in 
the region, 


The position taken by Brazil at the session was characteristic: that 
country fought to prevent the inclusion in the final document of the 
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obligations of the nations in the non-nuclear zones (i.e,, the Latin 
American countries), and at the same time it fought to include the 
harshest possible formulation of the obligations of the nuclear 
powers with regard to these non-nuclear zones.” In this regard 

the well-known Soviet specialist V. I. Israelyannoteds "This 
position, it goes without saying, suffers from an extreme lack of 
balance, The session preferred a constructive decision, having 
stated that thenations which constitute the non-nuclear zones, 

must take upon themselves thedligations to act in full accordance with 
the the goals, tasks and principles of the agreements concerning 

the creation of these zones, ensur in this way that they would 

be truly free of nuclear weapons, 





However, it should be noted that a number of proposals by the Latin 
American countries were included as official UN documents for 
further discussion, They includeds 


a) a verbal note by the foreign ministers of Argentina, Bolivia, 
Venezuela, Colombia and certain other Latin American states; the note 
confirmed the principles of the Ayakucho Declaration on the limitation 
of convention arms; 


b) Mexico’s proposal to create on a temporary basis a special account 
in the UN Development Fund for the use of resources saved as a 
result of disarmament measures; 


c) a proposal by the nonaligned nations, including those in Latin 
America, concerning the withdrawal of foreign troops and the 
elimination of foreign military bases, 


The session demonstrated that there is growing understanding in 

Latin America that disarmament is a universal matter for all 

peoples and states, and that every country now has too great a responsi- 
bility for the future of all to avoid constructive cooperation 
in the work of solving a truly h{storic task--disarmament, 


We find new confirmation of the above in the proposal made by the 
group of nonaligned countries at the UN (May 1979)3 the co-authors 
of this proposal included the Latin American states which are members 
of the non-aligned movement, As a UN working document it contained 
recommendations on the implementation of a universal disarmament 
program, This document is largely in keeping with Soviet in 

in this area, which have been aimed at controlling the arms race, 

at consolidating detente and strengthening international security, 


The diplomatic activities of the Latin American countries at the UN 
testify to the growing interest of the countries in this region to 
the issues of disarmament, and of the increasing trend toward coopera- 
tion for the good of universal peace. At the same time a number of 
nations have taken an unrealistic approach to the problem; they have 
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moved away from participation in the struggle for disarmament, They 
include the reactionary regimes of Chile, Paraguay, Guatemala, 

and Haiti, This approach, as well as the “special” position taken 
by Brazil and Argentina with regard to nuclear weapons are a 
reflection of the complex political situation in the Latin American 
region, and of its unique projection into the UN arena, 


In Latin America there is a growing conviction that a halt to 

the arms race and disarmament will create favorable conditions 

for economic development and will contribute to the growth of the 
liberation movement and to the strengthening of peace and security 

on the continent. In turn, the struggle against the arms race in the 
Latin American area cannot and must not be viewed as only a regional 
problem, Im a speeeh to the Politburo of the CPSU Central Committee, 
A.A. Gromyko, USSR minister of foreign affirs said to the 33d session 
of the UN General Assembly in 1978: “There are international problems 
which it is difficult and even impossible to contain within a geographi- 
cal framework, The most significant andthe most burning, in the full 
sense of the word, global problem which effects all countries gnd 
peoples is the cessation of the arms race and adisarmament,"°” The 
realistic, constructive approach by the Latin American countries 

to the problem of disarmament is capable of bringing appreciable 
benefit to the matter of solving this problem on a worldwide 

scale,

BOUK ANALYZES BOCTORCONOMIC CONBEQUENCES OF DISARMAMENT 


Moe Ow MIROVAYA EKONOMIKA I MEZHDUNARODNYYE OTWOBHENTYA in Russian No 1, 


[Review by V. Ustinov of the book “Sotsial'no-ekonomicheskiye problemy 
raforuzheniya (sbarnik statey)” (Socioeconomic Problems of Disarmament 
(Collection of Articles)), Soviet Committee for the Protection of Peace, 
Moscow, 1976, 245 pages: “An Urgent Task of Mankind”) 


(Text) The authors made it their task to demonstrate the possibility and 
reality of limiting the arms race, and the favorable consequences of this 
process to the broad strata of the public of all countries 


The coliection begins with chapters devoted to conversion of war industry, 
to its reorganization for peacetime production. The firs’. (authored by 

Vv. I. Vaneyev) notes the principal approaches to solving this problem, 
refutes assertions by imperialist propaganda in the service of the military- 
industrial complex that arms production insures 4 higher employment rate, 
and it notes that even the USA's limited experience following World War II 
attests to the possibility for converting war industry (p 34). 


Chapter Il (authored by A. D. Kurekiy and M. I. Khiusov) describes the 
experience of reorganizing the UBSR's national economy following the Great 
Patriotic War. The plans for reconversion of individual enterprises and 
entire industrial sectors were written up in the Soviet Union while the 
battie against fascist Germany was still at its peak. As an example such 
@ plan was written up for 4 Leningrad metais plant in the hard days of the 
city’s blockade (61). Despite the complex international conditions, the 
Soviet economy shifted systematically to a peacetime footing with no iil 
effects upon the laborers; it created active, creative jobs for millions of 
residents of the cities and towns (p 70). 


The authors of 4 chapter on the economic aspects of disarmament (PR. A. 
Paramazyan and V. P. Konobeyev) reveal the mechaniem of the arms race in 
the West, mainiy in the NATO countries, and they indicate the realistic ways 
of converting war industry, ones which would not be accompanied by negative 
consequences to the employment rate, and which would result in civilian 








contracts to major sectors supplying military equipment=--electronics, ship 
building, and aerospace industry. According to their prediction, war industry 
concerns will place the greatest obstacles in the way of this process. 


The variants of reorganizing war industry and the means for utilizing man- 
power if this reorganization are thoroughly examined in Chapter IV (authored 
by N. PB. Ivanov). AnalyZing Western statistics, the author concludes that it 
would be possible to find jobs for highly skilled personnel employed by the 
Military sector in civilian production, public health, environmental pro- 
tection, and so on. The importance of this task is emphasized by the data 
presented, according to which in the USA, for example, 80 percent of the 
scientists, engineers, and government contract workers are concentrated in 
military research (p 156). The author notes that continuation of the arms 
race would mean t,ing down the material and intellectual resources in the 
West even more for creation of mass annihilation weapons, to the detriment 
of urgent socioeconomic tasks (pp 1860, 181). 


The collection's concluding chapters reveal the prospects of international 
economic cooperation, development of the young states of Asia, Africa, and 
Latin America, and solution of today's global problems with the arms race 
in check. E. P. Pletnev demonstrates the ruinous nature of weapons trade, 
which is making the military-industrial complexes of the West rich, and he 
emphasizes that the arms race limits the possibilities for comprehensive, 
fruitful cooperation among nations. R. I. Zimenkov notes that the arms 
race also affects the developing countries, hindering realization of their 
pians for raising the public's standard of living. He emphasizes the 
tremendous importance of the USSR's initiatives aimed at reducing military 
expenditures and utilizing some of the resulting savings to help young states. 


A chapter devoted to the effect of disarmament upon solution of today's global 
problems (authored by G. S. Khogin) describes the obstacles placed by the arms 
race in the path of completing a large number of general tasks facing mankind. 
Development of more and more new types of mass annihilation weapons is creating 
the probability of arisal of military equipment harboring danger to man, to 
material and historical valuables, and to the flora and fauna of significant 
regions of the world (p 236). At the same time were we to relieve scientific 
research from the yoke of militarism, we would significantly promote solution 
of urgent global problems. 


Published by the Soviet Committee for the Protection of Peace, this collection 
is of interest not only to antiwar activists but also to those who labor in 
behalf of achieving mankind's dream of peace without wars and arms.

ACADEMLCLAN COMMENTS ON DANGERS OF NUCLEAR WAR 
Moscow NOVOSTI DAILY REVIEW in English 17 Apr 80 pp 1-2 


[Text] Mankind will face a realistic threat of destruction, if it fails 
to stop the nuclear arms race to which James Carter's policy leads. It 
is necessary to actually start reducing the levels of the nuclear 
arsenals, Soviet Academician Alexander Prokhorov, Nobel Prize Winner 

and foreign associate of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences, told 
NOVOSTI analyst V. Ostrovsky. 


In the opinion of this prominent researcher, the nuclear weapons have 
completely effaced any distinction between the “front” and the "rear." 
Even if “tactical” weapons of mass destruction are used, (as it is 
envisaged by the US military doctrine), civilians will not remain un- 
affected by the nuclear explosions and will not survive. One should 

keep in mind that the countries which now possess nuclear arsenals produce 
thousands of warheads with a capacity ranging from a kiloton to several 
dozens of megatons. 


The experimental data obtained by a group of researchers under the UN aegis 
show that no shelters or buildings will save the inhabitants of cities, 
towns and populated areas in case a one-megaton nuclear weapon is used. 

The explosive capacity of a megaton is equivalent to that of a million 

tons of chemical explosives. 


Analysis has shown that a surface burst of a one-megaton nuclear charge 
in a city with a million-strong population would kill 270,000 people by 
its shock wave and fire and 90,000 people by its radiation, while another 
90,000 persons would be wounded and affected by radiation. The zone of 
strong radioactive contamination would have an area of hundreds of square 
kilometres. 


If, for instance, a 10-megaton bomb were blasted over such a city, half 
of the population within a radius of 25 kilometres would be fatally hit 
during the first three days even on the condition that part of the people 
stayed in shelters. 


Thermal radiation emitted by a 20-megaton nuclear airburst would cause 
fires within a radius of 30 kilometres around the epicentre of the 
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explosion, If the atmosphere were clean during such an airburet, all 
people within a 60-kilometre radius would be threatened with radiation, 
A sudden explosion of this force over a city with a population of 

12 million would kill 6 million people, i.e., would devastate the north 
of italy or reduce Switzerland to ashes. 


it ie also necessary to take into account the fact that today there exist 
100=-megaton nuclear charges. This weapon is 5,000 times more powerful 
than the bomb dropped onto Hiroshima in 1945, A nuclear device of this 
capacity can destroy an entire state, such as West Germany, and turn 
thousands of square kilometres of the territories of the neighbouring 
countries into a desert and ashes. Even the areas lying far away from 


the point of the explosion would be dangerously affected by radioactive 
fallout. 


The Pentagon, for example, does not rule out the use of "tactical" nuclear 
weapons in the Persian Gulf area. Well-known are also the NATO plane 

of a so-called “limited nuclear war" in Europe. If the USA uses such 
weapons (they may be nuclear bombs, nuclear missile warheads and artillery 
shells) in a conflict situation, during a series of blasts the zones hit 
by them will be juxtaposed. In combination, this will increase by many 
times the concentration of radioactive effect on animate nature and people. 





A radioactive cloud will rise over the places of the nuclear explosions. 
Ite stability will depend on the number of the used charges and their 
distribution on the area. But in any combinations of the use of the 
“tactical” nuclear weapons in combat, this cloud will carry “radiation” 
death to other countries and peoples. And still the main thing is that 
any use of small-calibre nuclear weapons would inevitably lead to global 
nuclear war. 


Herein lies the danger of the Pentagon doctrine. It claims that the 
"tactical" nuclear weapons are allegedly a "means of defence,” while 
these weapons can virtually destroy the civilization of a whole continent. 


The Soviet Union has always resolutely stood for banning all types of 
weapons of mass destruction, Academician Alexander Prokhorov said in con- 
clusion. Fresh proof of this is the letter sent by Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of the USSR A. A. Gromyko to UN Secretary General Kurt Waldheim 
about the tasks of the second decade of disarmament. I and all my Soviet 
colleagues are against the nuclear arms race, against the deployment of 
new American medium-range nuclear missiles in Western Europe, against the 
manufacture of any nuclear weapons. We stand for their absolute prohibi- 
tion. It is solely through active struggle against the nuclear war threat 
that people can guard themselves and their civilization against destruc- 
tion. In this I am solidary with the American medical scientists who made 
in March the statement "Danger: Nuclear War" to which J. Carter did not 
reply.

MOSCOW MAGAZINE FEATURE ON ‘COLD WAR II' NOTED 


LDO20959 [Editorial Report] Moscow NEDELYA in Russian No 13, signed 
to press 27 March 1980, carries on pages 10-11 a feature entitled "What 
Will Cold War II Cost?" 


The feature concerns Washington's alleged attempts to bring back the 
worst of the cold war daye in Western Europe and whether or not Europe 
wants this to happen. It opens with a 1,300-word article by Eduard 
Kovalev etressing the importance of trade between CEMA and Western 
Europe and saying that Western Europe is “not particularly enthusiastic 
about the American idea of "tightening of screws" in economic relations 
with the USSR. The Weet Europeans are concerned about their economies, 
Kovalev says. 


The second item, subtitled "In Mutual Interests," is by Lev Makarevich. 
The 700-word article is devoted to the French reaction. “Parise has no 
intention of sacrificing the fruits of cooperation,” Makarevich writes. 
He goes on to suggest that the French will not succum to “political 
whims’ and then describes various Soviet-French cooperation projects 
and business deals. 


The final item is a 700-word article by Igor Sedykh headed "Test of 
Strength." Sedykh says that the “fabric of detente” created by many 
European states is standing up to U.S. pressure and goes on to discuss 
the economic and social damage the curtailment of trade with the USSR 
would cause in Western Europe.

AFGHANISTAN'S PUSHTUS, WHOSE SIDE ARE THEY ON 
Vilnius VALSTIECIU LAIKRASTIS in Lithuanian 14 Feb 80 p 
[Article by L. Girenas: On Whose Side Are You, Pushtus?) 


[Text] The shot echoed shoftly across the wide plains like the snap of a 
child's rattle. A youth about 15 years old carrying under his arm a rifle 
with ite butt forward--the sign of friendlinese--approached the yurt, In his 
left hand he carried the shot-down starling to barter. After glancing at 
the youth with pride, the owner of the yurt, a chieftain of the Pushtun tribe 
said: 





"A true Pushtu muet be an expert markeman." 


Thus described the Soviet journalists’ meeting with the people of the Pushtun 
tribe of Afghanistan. 


Manliness, agility and endurance are inseparable Pushtus traits, instilled 
with mother's milk, so to speak. Most often the first present to a newly 
born from his parents or relatives is a carbine, placed that the head of the 
cradle. For centuries the whole of Pushtu existence has been a continuous 
struggle for survival: learn not how to defend yourself and your enemies 
will wipe you out. 


The Pushtus are the nomadic herdsmen tribe of Afghanistan. There are about 

3 million of them, almost one-fifth of this country's inhabitants. Two- 
thirds of the country's sheep graze in Pushtu pastures, but the constant 
visitors to their yurts are abject proverty, disease, ignorance and starvation. 
There are property owners among them too. These “wander” in smart automobiles 
close to their multi-thousand herds, spend the winter in the cities, in their 
own villas. The sheep, horses and camels are tended by those kinsmen to whom 
fell the lot of the eternal wanderers, who during 1-1/2 to 2 months each 
spring, freezing in the cuvld, feeling daily deprivation, walk together with 
the herds more than 1,000 kms to the traditional pastures. 


Besides land reform, one of the most urgent goals of the April 1978 revolution 
of Afghanistan has been to win over the nomadic herdsmen. On the whole, the 
Pushtus have accepted favorably the social reforms carried out by the People's 
Democratic Party of Afghanistan. However, a number of tribal chiefs, the 
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rich, began immediately to interfere with the implementation of reforms by 
the people's government in the nomadic regions, Using ignorance and religious 
fanatictem, the reactionary tribal chiefe and other rich men turn also a 
certain part of those Pushtue who have really nothing to lose against the 
people's government, 


On whose side are the Pushtus? To the People's Democratic Party of Afghanistan 
this is even more important today than it was during the first year of the 
revolution, The nomadic tribes, you see, live on the border of Pakistan, 
which ie becoming the bridgehead of aggression encouraged and supported by 

the American CIA, the Pentagon and Peking against revolutionary Afghanistan. 


Zia ul-Haq, president of Pakistan, even now insists that his government gives 
only “humanitarian” assistance to the "refugees" from Afghanistan (the enemies 
of the revolution among whom there are, naturally, also some people misled 

by reactionary propaganda.) The facts tell something different. Shortly 
after the April revolution Pakistan started to become the base for saboteurs 
and ordinary bandits, who raised arms against the people's government of 
Afghanistan, More than 20 "refugee" camps have been established in its 
territory very close to the Afghanistan border. They have become the recruit- 
ment centers for hired killers from which the gangs of bandits armed with 
American and Chinese arms are sent to Afghanistan to rob, to burn and to 
kill. From the beginning the recruited hirelings have been paid immediately 
$1,000 each. From April 1978 to November 1979 in 20 special camps and 50 
support stations the Pentagon and Beijing instructors have trained 30,000 
saboteurs. According to the plan of the CIA, they should become the nucleus 
of intervention, After licking their wounds, the remnants of saboteur gangs 
disloged from Afghanistan are rearmed and regrouped in these same camps. 


The bandit sorties into Afghanistan are accompanied by the ideologic sabotage 
of the American CIA, Beijing and Islamabad religious fantics. Its aim is 

to mislead the inhabitants of Afghanistan, so that they are unable to tell 
who are friends and who are enemies. One of the spearheads of the ideologic 
sabotage is aimed at the nomadic tribes. And here is why. 


The border between Afghanistan and Pakistan exists only on the map. On both 
sides live the same Pushtus, joined together by blood as well as economic 
ties. When there is trouble, the Afghanistan Pushtus drive their herds into 
the Pakistan side; when hardship presses--the Pushtus of Pakistan drive the 
herds to the pastures of their brothers living in Afghanistan. Such is the 
unwritten law established for centuries. Every mountain path here, every 
pass is known to the nomadic herdesmen tribes. If the Pushtus are on the 
reactionaries side, it will be more difficult for the people's government 

to construct a secure blockade against the penetration of saboteur and bandit 
gangs. If the Pushtus are for the revolution, it will not be so easy for 
the murderers hired by the American CIA and Beijing to cross the mountains, 
and many of them will be frightened away by the well-aimed bullets of the 
Pushtu marksmen.

DISCUSSION OF NEW BOOK ON CADRES POLICY 
Moscow PARTIYNAYA ZHIZN' in Russian No 5, Mar 80 pp 9-15

[Text] During all the stages in the development of our society, the 
Communist Party has consistently carried out and is carrying out a cadre 
policy whose basic principles were worked out by V. I. Lenin, He figura- 
tively called the selection, promotion, placement and indoctrination of 
leaders the “nail” of all the work. V. I, Lenin repeatedly emphasized 
“that policy is conducted through people", that after the correct politic- 
al line has been worked out and the scheduled tasks have been outlined, 
organizational work and people and cadres determine the success of the 
matter, No policy can be conducted without expressing it in the assignment 
and transfer of workers and in the allocation of party forces, 


The principles for the selection, placement and indoctrination of cadre 
have been developed and stated in V. I. Lenin's works. The CPSU is creat- 
ively extending the Leninist teaching and enriching it with new proposi- 
tions which correspond to the new historical epoch and the new tasks 
which are arising during the contruction of communism, The decisions 

of the 23d, 24th and 25th CPSU congresses; the addresses, speeches and 
reports of comarde L, I, Brezhnev; and his books "Malaya Zemlya" [ Little 
Land], “Vosroghdeniye" [Rebirth] and "Tselina {Virgin Land] were a signif- 
icant step forward in the theory and practice of this work, 


The implementation of the program worked out by the 25th CPSU Congress 

for the economic, social and political development of our society and the 
policy, adopted by the party for raising the effectiveness of public 
production and the quality of work and for a significant upsurge in the 
people's material and cultural living level affect all layers of our 
society, pose specific tasks for each worker in strengthening the country's 
economic potential, and require the improvement of organizational, 
ideological and indoctrinational work among the masses, Comrade L. I, 
Brezhnev said during the 25th party congress that cadre policy is a power- 
ful lever with which the party influences the course of social development. 
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The Leninist legacy, devoted to working with cadres, and the party docu- 
ments on these questions have been reproduced in the book "V,I, Lenin, 
KPSS o rabote c kadrami" [V,I, Lenin and the CPSU on Working With Cadres], 
published by Igdatel'stvo Politicheskoy Literatury under the over-all 
editorship of K. U, Chernenko, Politburo member and CPSU Central Committee 
secretary, The material in the collection has been combined into three 
sections, V. I. Lenin's articles, speeches, notes and letters for the 
period November 1917 to March 1923, which touch upon the selection, place- 
ment and indoctrination of cadres, are published in the first one, The 
resolutions and decisions of congresses, party conferences and Central 
Committee plenums concerning cadres from 1919 to 1978 are in the second 
section, The third section consists of the decrees of the CPSU Central 
Committee and coveral joint decrees of the party and government on questions 
about working with cadres (1925-1978), 





Materials on the CPSU's cadre policy are being published for the first 
time on such a complete scale, The reader has an opportunity to become 
thoroughly familiar with the Leninist requirements for the selection, 
placement and indoctrination of leaders and to see with his own eyes 
how the CPSU is carrying out the Leninist precepts, 


As is known, the problem of organizing control of the country arose immed- 
lately after the working class seized political power, And it arose with 
special acuteness, In his work, "Ocherednyye zadachi Sovetskoy vlasti" 
[The Next Tasks of Soviet Authorities], V, I, Lenin pointed out that the 
party of the Bolsheviks had won Russia, It had prevailed over the rich 
for the poor, over the exploiters for the workers, The main task now was 
to learn to govern the workers and peasants state. It was necessary to 
select, promote and indoctrinate hundreds of thousands of leaders for this 
new structure, The task, of course, was not one of the easy ones, "For 
the first time in world history a socialist party had managed to complete 
for the most part the task of achieving power and suppressing the exploit- 
ers, it had managed to come close to the task of governing "--wrote V, I. 
Lenin--" It is necessary that we be worthy implementors of this very diff- 
icult (and very gratifying) task of the socialist revolution, It is nec- 
essary to remember that besides the ability to prevail and besides the 
ability to be victorious in a civil war, the ability to organize in a 
practical way is also needed for successful governing. This is a very 
difficult task since the task concerns organizing in a new way the deep- 
est economic foundations of the life of tens and tens of millions of people, 
And this is a very gratifying task since it is only after solving it (in 
the main and basic features) that one can say that Russia has become not 
only a Soviet but also a socialist republic" (p, 31). 


V. I, Lenin developed a scientific and concrete program for organizing 
control of the workers and peasants state and pointed out the main ways to 
solve the problem of cadres for a socialist state, A policy for advance- 
ment to leadership positions and for training the best representatives of 
the workers themselves with the simultaneous involvement and use of the 
old specialists was adopted. V. I. Lenin emphasized “that there are very

very many people among ordinary workers and peasants who are devoted to 
the interests of the working masses and capable of guiding the people's 
work, Among them are very many organizationally and administratively 
talented people whom capitalism did not help but whom we are helping in 
every possible way and whom we must help to rise from the rank and begin 
the work of constructing socialism, It is not easy to find these new, 
modest and innocent talented people, It is not easy to involve ordinary 
workers and peasants, whom the landowners and capitalists have repressed 
and intimidated for centuries, in state operations, 


“However, we must perform this difficult work without fail in order to 
more deeply derive new strength from the working class and from the working 


peasant" (pp 105-106), 


The material in the book convincingly shows that the party has success- 
fully coped with the assigned task, An orientation toward continuously 
replenishing the leading cadre from the ranks of the working class also 
is at the basis of the CPSU's cadre policy today, Thus, the actual lead- 
ing role of the working class in Soviet society and a real concern for 
summing up the experience in publicly controlling the practices of the 
masses are clearly manifest, 


During the period 1918-1978, 38.7 million specialists were trained by the 
country's higher and secondary training establishments, The party of the 
communists deserves enormous credit for this, It is the result of the 
broadly organized, regular and systematic work which V. I. Lenin regarded 
as the greatest overall party and state task. 


The fundamental propositions concerning the selection of cadre are reveal- 
ed in the Leninist works, addresses and letters published in the collect- 
ion, It is emphasized that the political, work and moral qualities of an 
individual are the main criteria for advancement to leading positions, 


Political and work qualities--this concept is very broad, The specific 
demands on a leader are stated in the works contained in the collection. 
V. I. Lenin saw in the evaluation of a worker ",,. a) from the point of 
view of conscientiousness, b) from the political aspect, c) knowledge of 
the job, d) administrative capabilities" (p 174) a concentrated express- 
ion of the essence of a party approach to the selection of cadres, 


The political indicator is first of all a Marxist-Leninist world outlook, 
devotion to the party's cause, the cause of communism, the ideological 
conviction of an individual, and the ability to be guided by revolutionary 
theories in daily life. A scientific Marxist-Leninist world out look pro- 
vides the clarity and strength for orienting oneself in events, It points 
out the prospects, It allows one to actively struggle to carry out the 
party's policy, It permits a decisive offensive to be waged against 
imperialism's ideological positions, the methods of bourgeois propaganda 
to be unmasked, and a crushing rebuff to be given to the ideological sub- 
versive activity of all reactionary forces, 
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Devotion to the cause of the party leaves an imprint on the entire make-up 
of an individual, A leader, who has been entrusted with organizing the 
people's fate and material riches, must be implacable toward the slightest 
deviation from Marxism, and he must be crystal-clear honest, conscientious, 
modest, and considerate toward his subordinates, 


In Lenin's opinion, the main conditions for business-like efficiency are 
a knowledge of the sector entrusted; an ability to organize the job; and 
a struggle against slugeishness, routine, conservatism, and stagnation in 
thinking. Business-like efficiency and revolutionary scope--these are the 
life-giving forces which stir up the masses and provide the prospects for 
continued progress, Speaking at the 3d All-Russian Congress of Water 
Transport Worsers, he said: ",.. in order to govern, it is necessary to 
be competent, it is necessary to know completely and in detail all the 
conditions of production, it is necessary to know the techniques of this 
production at its modern level, it is necessary to have a certain scientif- 
ic education" (p 123). 


A leading worker also requires such valuable qualities as the ability to 
keep pace with life, to be guided by the achievements of science and 
progressive experience, V. I. Lenin was persistent in demanding that 
science not remain a dead letter or fashionable phrase, but become flesh 
and blood and be really 4nd fully transformed into a component part of our 
entire way of life. 


Organizational capabilities and the habits of a comrade relate to work 
qualities, The ability not to try to do everything oneself, to overtax 
oneself and not have time, to undertake 20 things and not complete one-- 

V. I. Lenin pointed out -- but the ability to know how to organize the 

work of others, He said a communist leader can prove his right to lead by 
the fact and only by the fact that he finds many, ever more and more, 
helpers for himself and tha. he is able to help them work, to advance then, 
and to point to and consider their experience, V. I. Lenin warned that 
nothing can be done by one swoop, an upsurge, enthusiasm. Only persistence, 
tenacity, willingness, decisiveness and "the ability to test something a 
hundred times and to correct it a hundred times"-- only these qualities 
will help a leader achieve the carrying out of the tasks assigned by the 
party, It is necessary to be able to find at each moment the special 
link in the chain which must be @rasped with all one's strength in order 
to hold on to the entire chain and solidly prepare for the shift to the 
next link, 


V. I, Lenin highly rated in the workers operativeness, accuracy, exactness, 
industriousness, conscientiousness, demandingness on oneself and ore - 
subordinates, and an exacting and critical approach to the evaluati i 
the results achieved, 


Controlling and checking on the execution occupy a very important place 
in the work of cadres, Timely and well organized control and a systematic 
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checking of how things are going are effective ways to detect and elimin- 
ate errors and deficiencies in work, They pull up and “iscipline cadres, 
raise their sense of responsibility for the sector entrusted to them, and 
provide an opportunity for achieving new and newer successes in the con- 
struction of communism, When workers know that their activity is being 
checked--that their work will be judged not by words but based on the 
results achieved, this alone forces any one of them to regard the perfor- 
mance of his duties with a complete sense of responsibility. On the other 
hand, under conditions where there is no control there are often cases 
Where the workers do not wage or wage an insufficiently effective struggle 
to implement party and government decisions and directives, This is why 
V, I, Lenin repeatedly called for concentrating primary attention on 
checking the actual execution of the entrusted job, 


The book contains the Leninist requirement that it is completely inadmiss- 
able to place indecisive and ineffective people and gasbags, who "conduct 
discussions but do not do a single thing", in responsible positions. V. I. 
Lenin devoted a lot of attention to the struggle against bureaucratism. In 
this struggle, he relied on the indissoluble connection between the party 
and Soviet apparatus and the people and on broad control from below--from 
the masses--over the activity of each leader, 


The collection's material tells about the great importance which V. I, 
Lenin attached to the leading cadres' ability to establish contacts and 
business-like comradely relations with subordinates and the broad masses 
of the people. He required that leaders live in the midst of the masses, 
continuously give explanations of the party's policy and reports of their 
own work, thoroughly know the people's mood, and be able to earn their 
infinite trust. V. I. Lenin considered a leader's ability to attract 
people to himself to be an indispensable condition for the success of his 
leadership, The man, who heads a collective, must be sociable, accessi- 
ble and tactful, 


An important achievement of our party is the principle of collective 
leadership developed and justified by V. I, Lenin, It embodies in itself 
the collective intelligence, experience and will of the majority, and 
permits the creative activity of the masses, which finds expression in 

a business-like and highly principled discussion and solution of all very 
important questions, to be realized, The exalting of a single personality 
gives birth to false views, it's as if only this individual sees everything, 
knows everything and can do everything. At the same time, collective 
leadership excludes any undefined responsibility and lack of responsibility, 
it supposes a strict demarcation of functions and personal responsibility 
for the job entrusted, V. I. Lenin has written: “The collective discuss- 
ion and solution of all control questions in Soviet institutions must be 
accompanied by the establishment of the very accurate responsibility of 
each one in any soviet position for the performance of the defined and 
clearly and unambigiously outlined tasks and practical work" (p 67). 
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V. I, Lenin's instructions about continuity in leadership and the correct 
use of experienced workers and young and energetic organisers have great 
importance in implementing the cadre policy, We paid a lot of attention 
to the study of the merits and shortcomings of this or that worker, In 
doing this, he recommended that all methods be used: studying the doeu- 
mente on former work, comments from people who knew the comrade from work- 
ing with him, anc personal conversations, However, he particularly valued 
the checking of cadre in practical affairs and with the help of the masses. 
In the article, "On Purging the Party," he recommended that the voice of 
the workera, whose instructions and ratings of people are "valuable to the 
highest degree" in many cases, be listened to. 


The second section of the collection combines the documents of party 
congresses and conferences and CPSU Central Committee plenums which touch 
upon the selection placement and indoctrination of cadres, The material 
collected here confincingly testifies to the fact that there practically 
has not been a single congress, general party conference and plenum which 
has not touched upon the CPSU's cadre policy to some degree or other, This 
is understandable, Life continuously increases the demands on cadre, 
During the construction of communism, new problems, connected with the 
creation of communiem's material and technical base, the improvement of 
control, and the indoctrination of workers, are arising. Socialist democ- 
racy is being broadened, ever new millions of people are joining in direct 
participation in governing the state and social and public affairs. All 
this increases the leading role of our party and places higher demands on 
the level of organizational and political work, 


The materials contained in the book eloquently show how step by step, 
during each stage of communist construction, depending on the historical 
situation and the tasks being solved, the party constructed a cadre policy, 
created an orderly and ramified system for training and retraining cadres, 
and was concerned about ra‘sing their ideological and theoretical level 
and work qualifications, 


The construction of a ceveloped socialist society in the USSR graphically 
showed that the CPSU had mastered the art of selecting, training and 
indoctrinating cadres, Well trained and mature cadres; people who have 
come from the working class, the kolkhoz peasantry and the intelligentsia; 
and representatives of all nationalities are working today in the various 
links of party and state leadership. As was pointed out during the 25th 
CPSU Congress, 99.5 percent of the secretaries of Communist Party central 
committees and party kraykoms and obkoms have a higher education. Of then, 
more than 70 percent have an engineer, technical and agricultural education. 
The fact that practically all of them worked as secretaries of primary 
party organizations and party gorkoms and raykoms has a positive effect, 
Among the secretaries of gorkoms and raykoms, 99.2 percent have a higher 
education, including 60 percent who are industrial ard agricultural specia- 
lists, 


The cadre policy was further developed during the October (1964) Plenum 
of the CPSU Central Committee. The strengthening of a truly scientific 
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approach to the task, to the selection, placement and indoctrination of 
cadres is linked with ite decisions, Subjectivist phenomena, hasty and 
unsound reorganigationse of the central structure, and frequent unjustified 
traneafers of workers were ended, 


The 2th and 25th CPSU congresses made an important contribution to the 
theory and practice of indootrinating cadres, In the CPSU Central Oomm- 
ittee report to the 24th congress it was stated that during recent years 
the party had performed fruitful work with oadres, Wany new workers have 
been advanced to party, soviet and economic positions at the center and in 
the provineoes, The congress emphasised that it Was necessary to increase 
the cadres' responsibiiity for the task entrusted and take the necessary 
steps in relation to those who violate discipline, do not draw conclusions 
from oriticiam, and conduct themselves incorrectly, Bach worker must 
remenber that socialist discipline is indivisible and mandatory for all, 


These instructions received highly principled confirmation and elaboration 
during the 25th CPSU Congress. Gomrade L, 1, Breghnev pointed out in the 
CPSU Central Committee report to the party congress: “An important condi- 
tion in the success of party leadership is in a Leninist style of work. A 
Leninist style--this is a style that is creative, alien to subjectivian, 
permeated with a scientific approach to all social processes, It supposes 
high exactingness on oneself and others, excludes complacency, and is 
opposed to any appearances of bureaucratien and formalism” (p )). 


A typical characteristic of the CPSU's contemporary cadre policy, which 
hae been reflected in the collection's material, is faith in the workers, 
consideration and-- at the same time--highly principled exactingness 
toward them, This creates a healthy and business-like situation and per- 
mite comrades to reveal themselves more fully and display their capabili- 
ties. <A transfer of cadres takes place when this is called for by the 
interests of the job and the need to strengthen this or that work sector, 
However, this does not at all mean that under the pretense of consolida- 
ting cadres it is possible to leave in leading positions those who--so 
to say-- are not pulling their weight and not coping with their duties, 
Moreover, it is not possible to leave in the leading work people who 
demonstrate a lack of responsibility and live with old luggage supposing 
that the position iteelf will assure authority and respect for then. 


Life imposes ever new and newer and contin uously growing demands on cadres 
in all links, It was emphasized during the congress: “A modern leader 
must integrally combine in himself party spirit with thorough competency, 
Giscipline with initiative and « creative approach to the task. At 

the same time, the leader in any sector gust also consider social, politi- 
cal, and indoctrinational aspects, be sensitive to people and to their 
needs and wants, and serve as an example in work and life"(pp 345-346), 


The party's Centra) Committee ise invariably guided by these instructions 
and is performing multifaceted work to implement then. 








The declaions of the Central Committee on many specific questions concern- 
lng the selection, placement and indoctrination of cadres are located in 
the third section, Among them are such decrees as "On the Work of Kirgiz 
SSR Party Organs in the Selection, Placement and Indoctrination of Leading 
and Engineer-Technical Cadres in Construction” (1965), "On the Work of the 
Betonian Communist Party Central Committee With Leading Cadre* (1967),

The party's Central Committee is showing a lot of concern for the selection, 
placement and indoctrination of cadres in all spheres of the economy and 
culture, Our party is orienting cadres to the thorough and sound study of 
Marxist<deninist theory, t... mastery of knowledge, and a creative attitude, 
which te full of initiative, toward the task entrusted, The importance of 
speeding up eclentific and technical progress, of raising im every way 
possible the effectiveness of social production and the quality of work,of 
providing for the growth of labor productivity in all branches of the 
economy, and of improving the qualitative work indices of each collective 
is thoroughly revealed in all its fullness. 


Instructions for the persist@nt mastery of a Leninist work style are 
contained in the party documents contained in the collection. It is 
necessary to struggle decisively and consistently against eyewash and 
flattery which still exist here and there. Today, the ability to inspire 
people and organize harmonious joint work is required of leading workers, 

We are talking about the cadres’ scientific and creative approach to the 
solution of the tasks facing us, about the comprehensive use of scientific 
achievements and the experience of progressive people, and about unity of 
words and deeds, The requirement that each leader set the example for a 
strict and critical approach to the job, for a bold recognition and decisive 
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correction of one's own mistakes and deficiencies, and for an attentive

DJLLAS VIEWS LNCREASED SOVIET AGGRESSIVENESS

Step to the Subjection of Europe") 


{Text} The Soviet leaders know that they cannot catch up with the West in 
technology and production. But through military power they can force the 
West or Western Europe to work for them. They have already forced the 
countries of Eastern Europe to do so. 


To be sure, the Soviets cannot achieve such a result through direct military 
action--at least not at the morent. This is why they are pursuing a policy 
of pacification and detente in Europe, but in the underdeveloped countries 
they are reaching for raw materiale through military and revolutionary 
interventions as well as treaties. 


The closed character of Soviet society, its economic inefficiency and the 
messianic ideology incite to military expansion. The Russians and the 

other peoples of the Soviet Empire must die in order for the system to live. 
The internal forces of the Soviet system are such that they do not put a 
brake on military expansion, but downright stimulate it. Expansion and 
oppression--those are the foundations, the powers of the system. They are 
inseparably bound up with one another and mutually condition one another. 
The ruling Soviet stratum has no other raison d'etre than what emanates 

from the expansion of its power over more and more people. 


The Soviet intervention in Czechoslovakia in 1968 I termed at the time in 
the TIME of London the beginning of World War 111, but a war which can still 
be avoided. Today, after the occupation of Afghanistan, I ask myself: Is 
it not too late already’ The Soviet Union can be stopped only through a 
convincing, stronger force. Such a force, or such forces, first have to be 
created. And the Soviets, too, gust recognize that this counterforce is 
stronger than they are. it is not very probable that the one or the other 
can be achieved before the cataclysm. 








Who ie more pragmatic--the United States or the Soviet Union? Although the 
Soviets reject pragmatism as a philosophy, although their mode of production 
is irrational and their conquests abl the more are senseless, although or 
because they [are) doctrinaires made "of special stuff"=-Lenin and Stalin 
were among the most realistic and pragmatic politicians. 


The roots of this pragmatiem lie in the thesis of Marx, according to which 

it makes no sense to interpret the world without changing it. According to 
Marx, the doctrine has meaning only in so far as it is action and is confirmed 
by practice (praxis). Theoretical thinking and ethics are abolished in so 

far as they do not serve the purpose. The Soviet leaders have neither 
prejudices nor ideals, neither faith nor hope--for power does not belong with 
any of these concepts. 





Every action, especially toward the outside, is assessed, calculated, prepared. 
They, too, are not free of human weaknesses and errors. But for them the 
errors are not a sin, but a mistake, which is corrected in the next phase 

with new experience. But because they are human, the Soviet leaders will 

make a great and catastrophic error: Some day their conquests will call 

forth resistance on the part of the majo:ity of mankind and the realization 

of being confronted by an evil that has never existed before and is expanding 
in the world without hindrance. 


Heraclitus once said that nature loves to hide itself. Similarly the new 
reality of Brezhnev has deceived the world. Brezhnev's personality-- 
unimaginative, unintellectual, not very ingenious--met the needs of the 
party oligarchy half-way. This personality also corresponded to the spirit 
of the times: the tendencies toward detente in the world and the Soviet 
hunger for consumer goods. 


Personality and the time overlapped--but the political reality remained 
concealed, and thus the Wes.ern politicians were deceived. They thought-- 
and this is, indeed, how it looked--that in such a monotonous time and 

with such a colorless leader nothing special could happen. But it happened 
after all--and, what is more, unnoticed and invisibly: The Soviet party 
bureaucracy consolidated itself, and the expansion of the Soviet-Russian 
state developed into worldwide expansion. 


The assessment of the reign of Brezhnev, like any other historical phenomenon, 
depends on the point of view: From the perspective of the party bureaucracy 
and Soviet imperialiem it was very successful, although it might have been 
even more successful. 


The Russians are separated from the West not only by the system and the 
political goals, but by something more profound--their way of thinking, 
their way of drawing conclusions. The Russians--of course, not all of them, 
but the most important--proceed from a priori, absolute truths, while the 
Western way of thinking at most strives for the absolute. The Russians 

turn to the entire world--especially if they have their own advantage in 
mind. 
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Almost all of Russian literature is prophetic. The Russians still believe 
in prophete--and follow them. The West, on the other hand, comprehended 

a long time ago that prophets are a necessary supplement for the enrichment 
of one's self-perception--but that following them will lead to misfortune 
and defeats. Some day the Russians, too, like earlier the Germans, will 
comprehend that every nation has ite own meseianiem and that for this reason 
their “truths” and “asetetance” will not be accepted. 


Messianiem ie * typically Russian disease. The disease of messianiem is 
only externally more ingenious and less vulgar than pragmatism. We now have 
the opportunity to observe the insanity of the former and the lack of 
perspectives of the latter. 


I do not believe that the Soviet Union intends to occupy Western Europe by 
force=--but I am convinced that Moscow wants to subjugate Western Europe. An 
occupation without war would be the most desirable, most ideal form. Why 
should they not subjugate Western Europe, so that West European industry 
would work for them: The Soviet expansion in Africa, Asia and elsewhere is 
a preparatory step to the subjugation of Europe. The raw materials are 
undoubtedly welcome in the Soviet Union although to date it has had enough 
of them iteelf. And it would be absurd to believe that the Soviets would 
develop A. rica or Indochina--when at home they themselves have more than 
enough African and Indonesian backwardness. 


Aristotle cites an unknown poet: There is only one truth, but countless 
lies. The conquests and suppressions, too, have countless motives-<-but the 
struggl: against them has only one motive. 


The West fears more than the Soviet Union. Beyong thie fear, the fear of a 
nuclear war is more deeply embedded and more widespread in the West. In 
thie fear there is something fatalistic, something demoralizing. Evidently, 
this panic stems not only from the recognition of the terrible nature of 
atomic weapons. In the East, in the Soviet Union, too, these weapons are 
well known, and yet there are no antinuclear demonstrations there or the 
“slarmed consciousness" of nuclear scientists. 


in other words, something deeper, more existential must be involved in the 
West. Since I live in the East, in Yugoslavia, after all, I have not 
succeeded in solving this puzzle entirely. 1 would say that people in the 
East fear nuclear war less because they know that the Soviet government 
would answer with the same, if not with an even more terrible veapon, 
should the West threaten the use of nuclear arms. And does the root of the 
Western panic not lie here: Because people in the West are not certain 
whether the Western governments will really be sufficiently reckless? 


| remember how the Americans dropped the first atomic bombs on Japan. 
Kardel| predicted at the time that the nuclear weapon could eliminate war 
in general. Tito was more cautions and did not commit himself. I, however, 
did not believe that the nuclear weapon could eliminate war as an instrument 
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of politica=-although at that tive I proceeded from the Marxist dogma of the 
irreconciiability of capitaliem and socialiem. Today, too, I think that way, 
although | do not believe much in nuclear war and although | left the 
irreconcilable doctrines of irreconcilability behind me a long time ago. 


Today | simply believe that it ie not possible to develop a theory or an 

order that would satisfy all people--and that there will always be "ingenious" 
personalities, social groups, ideologies, creeds and entire nations which will 
be dissatisfied with the existing conditions and relations. War is as much 

a human as 4 social phonemenon. 


But ae far as fear of war, including nuclear war, is concerned: Those who 
are prepared to cross the boundaries of death will survive and be victorious.

SOVIET MILITARY OPERATIONS, MORALE IN AFGHANISTAN 
Pilots’ Morale Low

[Text] Alex Efty, Kabul--"We are completely fed up, we want to go home," 
the Soviet pilot swears. His two colleagues--like him around 30 years of 
age-~nod in agreement. The three members of the Soviet Armed Forces in 
Afghanistan search in vain for a sip of tea or beer in the evening in the 
dimly lit, deserted arrival hall of the airport in Kabul. 


But the bar is already closed. The 2100 curfew in the Afghan capital 
caste ite shadow. It is not the snipers of the Moslem rebels that the 
three fear the mst, but the lack of variety and the boredom of the gloomy 
evenings. 


Outside Soviet military planes are starting and landing incessantly. But 
the hustle and bustle appears to have no purpose. "We have been here for 
a month now,” saye the bearded pilot, “we fly most of the time, but when 
we are on the ground, there is nothing to do." Laughing, he adds that out 
of sheer boredom he decided to grow a beard, like several of his comrades. 
From the third pilot, who is smoothly shaved, one hears the deep heartfelt 
sigh: “I wish I were at home now in Leningrad." 


Since the curfew, which wa» moved up following the heavy street fighting on 
22 February, the “liberators" have been subjected to the strict regulation 
not to fraternize with the population for security reasons. On the part of 
the population, too, practically no attempts at fraternization are made, 
although a number of Afghans speak Russian. 


They hardly ever walk through the city now, except in groups. A careless 
stroll alone through the side streets of Kabul could be very dangerous and 
provoke the outbreak of open hostilities. 


A taxi driver says: "Bad times for Afghanistan. No tourists, no business 


deals. it would be better if the Russians left." The tense relationship 
between Afghans and occupation forces is observable even in the conduct 
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of the children. The little whipper-snappers in the street make the gesture 
of cutting someone's throat after Soviet soldiers go marching by. 


Equipped To Use Nerve Gas 
West Berlin DIE WELT in German 10 Mar 80 p 1 


[Text] AFP/AP/rtr/dpa, Washington--The United States Department of Defense 

is becoming increasingly convinced that the Soviets are prepared to use 

chemical weapons in Afghanistan. Evidence is not available. But in northeast 
Afghanistan the nerve gas Soman allegedly has already been sprayed from 
aircraft by means of special bombs. It induces vomiting, breathing difficulties 
and blindness. 


United States experts do not exclude the possibility that gases that were used 
last year by the Vietnamese against the Meotribes in Laos are also being used 
in Afghanistan. Already in mid-January the United States secret service 

noted in the vicinity of Kabul, among other things, trucks of the type TMS-65, 
which are equipped with highly modern instruments for the rapid decontamination 
of soldiers and battle zones. 


Evidently the security of the families of Soviet advisers in Afghanistan is 
no longer guaranteed. As American sources indicate, they are being flown 
back to their homeland. Travelers coming from Kabul reported in New Delhi 
that the population is planning new anti-Soviet demonstrations. 


The battles, which during the past few days focused on the Kunar Valley in 
the northeast of the country, now also extend to the connecting road between 
Kabul and the Khyber Pass to Peshawar. The freedom fighters assert that 
they brought large sections of the highway under their control. 


The Pakistani chief of state, General Zia-ul-Haq, has termed the proposal 
by the European Community concerning the neutralization of Afghanistan as 
“neither practicable nor realistic." Instead, he indicated, one should 
advocate that it continue to maintain its status as a nonaligned Islamic 
state. The Peking PEOPLE'S DAILY, too, assesses this proposal as being 
more harmful than useful. 


For Austrian Federal Chancellor Kreisky there is only one chance to induce 
the Soviet Union to withdraw, namely if the nonaligned states join together 
and address an appropriate demand to Moscow.
